' The complaint, after naming William 
Randolph Hearst as plaintiff and Robert 
JF. Collier as defendant, in full alleges: 


I. That the plaintiff is a resident of 
the City of New York and has for 
Many years been engaged in the news- 
Peper business therein, and is and for 
Many vears past has been financially 
interested in a newspaper published in 
'gaid city called The New York Journal. 

That both the plaintiff and said 

wspaper have long enjoyed a repu- 
tation for fearlessness and. independ- 

-@ncee and for having the editorial pol- 
fey of said newspaper absolutely free 
’ from the influence of money or any 
ether selfish consideration, and the 
success, prosperity, and influence of 
. the plaintiff as a newspaper man and 
of said newspaper are dependent upon 
the maintenance of such a reputation. 

II. That the defendant is and at all 

. of the times hereinafter mentioned was 
one of the owners, managers, and edi- 
tors of a publication issued weekly in 
the City of New York called Collier's. 

Ill. That on Sept. 13, 1907, the defend- 
ant herein and Peter F. Collier insti- 
tuted a suit again William Randolph 
Hearst, the plaintiff herein, in the 
Supreme Court, New York County, to 
recover the sum of $15,767 damages for 
alleged breach of contract. That said 
Hearst, the plaintiff herein, promptly 
answered said complaint and noticed 
gaid case for trial, but that said action 
has never been pressed for trial by 
either of said Collier's.

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WHEAT DEAL LOSS $2,000,000. 


Lichtstern Unloading 15,000,000 Bush- 
els—Lanyon’s Loss $129,000.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Adolph J. Lichtstern 
has begun to unload his 15,000,000 bushels 
of wheat on the markets of the world, 
having decided to accept a loss of $2,000,- 
000 on his attempted corner of May wheat 
on the Chicago Board of Trade. 

This conclusion was reached by brokers, 
grain dealers, and millers here to-day 
when the Armour Grain Company and 58. 
B. Chapin & Co. sold 2,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for July delivery. The general 
belief was that these brokers were acting 
for Lichtstern. 

July wheat yesterday opened at 90% 
cents, sold up to 92% cents, broke to 91% 
cents, and closed at 91% cents. The ad- 
vance from the low point was 1% cents 
and the close was half a cent higher for 
the day, notwithstanding the heavy sales. 
This was accounted for by reason of the 
reports of the appearance of grasshoppers 
and other crop pests in various territories. 
September wheat was one-eighth of a cent 
lower, and closed at 88% cents. 

James A. Bennett of the brokerage 
house of James A. Bennett & Co., which 
defaulted Wednesday on 25,000 bushels 
of wheat on Lichtstern contracts, went to 
St. Louis to-day to confer with W. H. 
Lanyon, the client in the deal. Bennett 
& Co. are protected by a 25-cent margin, 
it is said, and Lanyon must settle, ac- 
cording to the board rules. 

The loss of the St. Louis plunger will 
approximate $120,000. He has threatened 
to appeal to the courts, put it is not be- 
lieved the board will pay anv attention 
to his protests or threats. ‘‘ He simply 
gambled and lost,’”’ is the way the mem- 
bers of the organization put it. 
| The proposed amendment to the rules 
of the board, adopted by the Directors 
Thursday, was considerably discussed to- 
day. Some members fear it will encour- 
age short selling for purpose of default. 
President Merrill points out that it can- 
not possibly have such a result.

A BABY OPENS OUR GATES. 


Widow at Ellis Island Now Safe from 
Deportation. 














After weeks of anxious waiting, Mrs. 
Zadia Betrous, detained by the Immi- 
gration authorities, has been saved from 
deportation because of the arrival of an 
American-born child. 

The woman arrived from Buenos Aires 
on the Lamport & Holt liner Tennyson 
on March 23. She was accompanied by 
two small children. She said that her 
husband died in January, and after set- 
tling up his affairs she found herself in 
possession of a fair income, She deter- 
mined to break up her home in Argentina 
and come to this country to educate her 
children. She was going to her brother, 
Samuel Albert, in Peoria, IIL. 

She had sufficient means to continue 
her trip, and would have been allowed 
to do so, had not a surgeon of the Ma- 
rine Hospital Corps found she was suf- 
fering from eye trouble. For that reason 
she was taken to Ellis Island. On April 
1 the medical authorities certified that 
Mrs. Betrous was suffering from trach- 
oma, and her deportation was ordered. 
The case was appealed, and in the mean- 
time her brother arrived in this city. 

Mrs. Betrous and her children were to 
be deported upon the vessel which 
brought them north. There was a wait 
until the Tennyson got here again, and 
on April 27 a baby boy was born to Mrs. 
Betrous. Mrs. Betrous got word from 
Washington yesterday that as the mother 
of a child born in America her deporta- 
tion was stayed. The brother agrees to 
put up $1.25 a day for his sister's treat- 
ment in the hospital on Ellis Island. 
When the doctors pronounce her cured 
she will be allowed to land and go with 
her brother. She may have to spend a 
year on Ellis island. 


DEMAND STEPHENSON’S SEAT 


Resolution Before Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture Charges Election Was Bought.

MADISON, Wis., June 2.—It is almost 
certain that the Legislature will demand 
that Senator Stephenson be unseated tin 
the United States Senate. Without any 
change in the recommendation, the 
Blaine-La Follette amendment for the 
Husting (Democratic) regolutiton relating 
to the Stephenson primary investigation 
was reported out by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The substitute comes out with a 
report that is unanimous for adoption, 
except for the dissenting vote of Senator 
Bodenstab, a Taft Republican. 

Being one of the first reports on the 
final days for the wind-up of committee 
reports, it is likely to get an early place 
on the Senate calendar. There is noth- 
ing to indicate that any obstacle will be 
thrown in itg way, though there has not 
been entire agreement on just what should 
be dape with the findings of the com- 
mittee or the exact form of the resolu- 
tion placing the results of the investiga- 
tion before the United States Senate. It 
is likely that when reached it will be 
pushed through with as little debate and 
loss of time as possible. 

Senator Husting, author of the first 
resolution, says of the evidence: 

“The whole case against Lorimer is 
based on the statements of legislators 
who. in order to accuse Lorimer, were 
forced at the same time to admit their 
own guilt. In the case we are ready to 
present to the United States Senate there 
has been accumulated a vast amount of 
evidence and facts, al! tending to prove 
the same thing, namely, that Isaac Ste- 
phenson’s election resulteq from the im- 
proper use of money. No one confessed 


to us, and every fact was wrung from 
unwilling.witnesses desirous of shielding 
themselves and ail concerned.”’

PROMISES TO INVESTIGATE 





President, However, Inclined to Be- 
lieve Balance of Fee Was Rightly 
Spent—Roosevelt Approved It.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Secre- 
tary Knox to-day, upon instructions from 
President Tait, declined to show the State 
Department records of the transaction re- 
latine to the payment for the portrait of 
Justice Day painted by Albert Rosenthal, 
which has caused suspicion to be directed 
against former Chief Clerk of the State 
Department W. H. Michael, now Consul 
General at Calcutta. 

Secretary Knox appeared before the sub- 
committees of the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of State. He 
said in explaining the department’s re- 
fusal to show the original books that they 
contained, probably, some items of a se- 
cret nature, together with the portrait 
payment, 

Asked why he did not present the 
voucher for the artist's fee, Mr. Knox said 
that it had been lost. He added, however, 
that all that had been paid for the portrait 
was $850, as Mr. Rosenthal has testified, 
and other items on the $2,450 voucher 
were for secret matters, and had been 
paid out of the fund for unforeseen cmer- 
gencies in the diplomatic and Consular 
service, which Congress had provided need 
not be accounted for if the President cer- 
tifies that an item should be paid from 
this fund. President Roosevelt had made 
a certification, and President Taft hesi- 
tated to go back of that certification, said 
ir. Knox. 

Chairman Hamlin questioned Secretary 
Knox closely as to what justification there 
was for paying for a portrait out of @ se- 
cret fund. Mr. Knox said it had been the 
practice since 1890. He conceded it was 
very irregular for a voucher to be made 
out for more than the signer received, and 
that such action placed a burden on him 
who made it out to explain the circum- 
stances. 

“IT surmise—it is just my impression.” 
said the Secretary, ‘‘ that if we find that 
this $1,609 was legitimately expended not- 
withstanding the irregularity of the rec- 
ord, that will end it, but if it has been 
the greater the punishment of 
the offender, the greater will be our 
pleasure.”’ 

In his reply to Secretary Knox regard- 
ing the request of the committee, Presi- 
dent Taft said that in-view of the fact 
and circumstances and that the emer- 
gency fund expenditure for this period 
have under the express authority of Con- 
Sress been certified by Secretary Hay, 
“for my predecessor, President Roose- 
velt, as being of such a character as 
ought not to be made public, I feel that 
nothing but some extraordinary §cir- 
cumstance would justify me in directing 
you to take such records before the com- 
mittee named, because the discretion thus 
exercised under the statute should, in 
my judgment, in general be conclusive 
and binding upon this point.”’ 

The President added that when Secre- 
tary Knox concluded his investigation of 
the particular expenditure and submitted 
the matter to him he (the President) 
would determine whether the money was 
lawfully ‘‘or dishonestly and improperly 
misappropriated.”’ 

‘If I have reason to believe that the 
latter alternative is the true one,’ the 
President added, “then I shall direct 
you to submit the result of your in- 
vestigation with respect to the item to the 
committee. In the meantime, I do not 
deem it proper that you should submit to 
the committee the telegrams and other 
steps or partial details of your investiga- 
tion."’ 

There seems to be an attempt on the 
port of the State Department to stifle the 
inquiry, the committee thinks. The ex- 
posure became public on last Monday. 
According to information given to the 


cominittee, Mr. Rosenthal communicated 
with Secretary Knox a week pre- 
vious, telling him of the conversa- 
tion which Representative Hamlin had 
had with the artist in Philadelphia. 
When the committee started the inquiry, 
it is charged that the State Department 
had knowledge of a pending inquiry long 
in advance, and members of the commit- 
tee do not seem surprised that the vouch- 
er has been mislaid. 

The House committee will pursue the 
inquiry next week, and if a satisfactory 
explanation is not forthcoming from Con- 
sul Michael, will ask Secretary Knox to

CLUBMAN IN MONEY TANGLE. 


Baltimore Grand Jury Presents Clark 
Dulany for Overstating His Assets.

BALTIMORE, June 2.—Society and club 
circles were surprised to-day at the pre- 
sentment by the Grand Jury of Willians 
J. C. Dulany, popularly known as Clark 
Dulany, on charges of obtaining $7,000 hy 
false pretenses and making a false state- 
ment to enhance the value of certain se- 
curities. Indictments against him are be- 
ing drawn. 

Dulany is a member of a prominent 
family, a graduate of Princeton, and 
member of several clubs. He has the 
reputation of being one of the best- 
dressed men In Baltimore. He was Presi- 
dent of the W. J. C. Dulany Company 
when receivers were appointed in 1909. 
It is charged that he borrowed $7,000 
from the National Exchange Bank and 
that wher the bank’s officers asked for a 
statement of financtat conditions of his 
company, the assets were given at a 
higher figure and the liabilities lower 
than they really were. 

Mr. Dulany was not arrested, his wife 
furnishing $7,000 bail for each present- 
ment, pledging her property as security. 

Waldo Newcomer, President of the Na- 
tional Exchange Bank, declined to dis- 
cuss the presentment. ‘I do not care 
to make a statement at this time,” said 
he. Mr. Newcomer said that State’s At- 
torney Owens tog up the matter upon 
his own initiative, and that he was mere- 
ly called as a witness. Mr. Dulany 
stated that he would not discuss the case 
in any of its phases.

Miss Josephine Lanahan, daughter of the

Chairman Stevens Criticises Company’s 
Valuation of Franchise at $30,000,000, 
and Going Business at $10,000,000.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 2.—Declaring the 
present rates to be ‘‘ unjust, unreasonable, 
and unjustly discriminatory,” the Public 
Service Commission to-day ordered the 
New York Telephone Company to make 
the following reductions in charges in 
New York City: 

1. From the Borough of Manhattan be- 
low 110th Street to the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, except Coney Island and Bath Beach, 
and from Manhattan below 110th Street to 
central] station districts Astoria and New- 
town on Long Island, from 10 cents to 5 
cents. 

2. From Manhattan below 110th Street 
to central station districts Flushing, Rich- 
mond Hilf, and Jamaica on Long Island 
from 15 cents to 10 cents. 

These reductions are the result of an 
investigation made by the commission 
on its own motion after complaints had 
been received as to telephone charges 
petween the boroughs. 

In the commission’s opinion, written by 
Chairman Stevens, it is stated that in 
the determination of the case the board 
nad in mind the total investment of the 
couipany in New York City, the general 
cost of operation, and other technical mat- 
ters affecting the question. 

The commission says that so far as 
it knows there is no inventory or appraisal 
of the property owned by the company 
and usea in telephone operations. From 
a financial statement furnished by the 
company and submitted in evidence the 
commission acted on the assumption that 
the total investment in New York City 
is $110,582,897, the net earnings from the 
property $10,757,000. The net earnings 
are reached after deducting from the 
gross earnings the operating expenses, 
taxes, and a proper amount for deprecia- 
tion, making available for dividends 9.7 
per cent. of net earnings to investment 
shown by the company’s statement. 

The commission calls attention to an 
item in the company’s statement which 
shows among the intangibles $30,000,000 as 
value of special franchise. No evidence 
has been submitted that any sum what- 
ever has been invested in the special 
franchise; nor is it intimated that any ex- 
pense has been incurred to obtain a fran- 
chise which has not been charged to either 
expense or to plant account. If the com- 
pany is not entitled to a return upon this 
$30,000,000, the commission says, the in- 
vestment upon which a return should be 
made is $80,582,897. of which sum the net 
earnings of $10,757,000 are 13.8 per cent. 

An analysis on a basis of the year ended 
Nov. 1, 1910, shows that for that period 
the reduction in revenue by the new rates 
would amount to $1,216,189, leaving the 
rate of net earnings on the company’s 
statement 8.6 per cent., or If the $30,000,000 


claimed as value of franchises be elimi- 
nated, the rate would be 11.8 per cent. 
This estimate does not take into consid- 
eration any increase of ousiness which 
would be occasioned by the reduced rates. 

The new rates established apply for a 
connection of five minutes or less. For 
overtime, beyond the initial period of 
five minutes, each five minutes or fraction 
thereof may be charged as another call. 

The company is.required to notify the, 
commission on or before June 20 whether’ 
or not the terms of the crder are accepted, 
and the commission suggests that the 
company should not be required to charge 
the reduced rates until Aug. 1, 1911. 

The ouestion of rates from other bor- 
ougs to Richmond was not considered, be- 
cause the telephone lines to Richmond 
pass through New Jervsey, making the 
traffic cver these lines inter-State com- 
merce, over which the commission has 
no control. 


Officials of the New York Telephone 
Cempany declined last night to discuss 
the Public Service Corhmission’s order 
for a decrease in rates. Secretary Robb 
when askea if the telephcne company was 
likely to abide py the ruling of the com- 
mission, ssid that he saw no other course 
unless the erder ‘‘ proved too drastic.’’ 
He said that President Unicn N. Bethell 
was uway from home, but that a state- 
ment on behalf of the,company would 
prcbably be given out to-day. 

When informed that the commission’s 
ruling had not provided for a flat 5-cent 
rate Rasersens the Buroughs of Manhattan 
and the Bronx, Secretery Robb said that 
a 5S cent rate was already in effect be- 
tween Manhattan and the most thickly 
populated section of the bronx and tnat 
the 10 cert rate only applied to that dis- 
trict. north of Melrose and ‘T'refnont.

Thus Far Has Been In Vain. 





For twenty-eight days Salvatore, the 
38-year-old son of Calogero Buffa, an 
importer, has been missing from his 
father’s home, at Elizabeth and Broome 
Streets, almost within a stone’s throw 
of Police Headquarters. Many threaten- 
ing telephone messages and letters have 
been received, but have not furnished 
the unhappy father and the Italian 
branch of the Detective Bureau sufficient 
clues to find those who are holding the 
child for the $10,000 asked for his re- 
turn. This is far more than Buffa has 
in the world, so that he can only shrug 
his shoulders in despair and pray that 
the little boy may be brought back un- 
harmed. 

Threats of what would happen to the 
boy if the money was not paid or if 
breath of what had befallen him should 
reach the police had kept the Buffas 
sick with fear. It took courage for them 
even to admit to Lieut. Vachris that the 
boy had been kidnapped at aill,. and 
the fear that some one might know they 
had been to the police with their story 
so haunted them that the detectives have 
been baffled. Their work has been thor- 
ough, but so far without result. 

Buffa has five children, of which Sal- 
vatore is the youngest. The fear that 
one of them might be kidnapped was 


always with the Buffas, and last Winter, 
shortly after the Christmas holidays, the 
mail brought Buffa short letters that 
threatened the death of Fred, the oldest 
boy, unless the father paid $5,000, Buffa 
said nothing of the threats, but kept 
a close watch on the children, forbid- 
ding them to wander from the doorstep 
and escorting the older ones to and from 
school. But nothing happened, and as 
the week slipped by the anxious watch 
relaxed, and the little ones wandered 
further and further from the house in 
their play. 

On May 4 Salvatore was sunning him- 
self on the Broome Street doorstep, 
where Mrs, Buffa could see him as she 
moved about. the store. She glanced his 
way every few moments, for watchful- 
ness had become a habit, when one time 
she looked and he was gone. A quick, 
frightened search of the neighborhood 
and of the house did not discover him. 
None of the neighbors could a" where 
or how he had gone. Whether he wan- 
dered down the street and was picked 
up, or whether some one led him from 
the doorstep, the father and mother can- 
not tell. 

That night by mail came a letter that 
confirmed their worst fears. Salvatore 
had been stolen and would be. returned 
alive only when $10,000 had been pai 
over by Buffa. 
child would be killed, the note said, and 
not only that, but Buffa’s place would 
be blown up. 

According to the elder Buffa boy it 
was a vivid threat carried in the letter 
which first asked for the $10,000. In 
the father was warned that his failure to 
pay the ransom would mean that little 
Savarese would be sent back to him, cut 
into small pieces and preserved in vin- 
egar. - They would send him back 
‘pickled’? was the way his brother 
put it. } 

There have been other letters and many 
telephone messages. The man at the 
other end of the wire has been an Italian 
in each case, using the Calabrian 
dialect that Buffa himself speaks, for 
Buffa is from the ‘‘toe of the boot.” 
Neighbors say that the letters have 
brought as evidence of their genuineness 
a little brown curl that the mother knew 
was Salvatore’s, a bit of the red sing- 
ham dress he wore the day he was sit- 
ting on the doorstep. and once, they say, 
a package was delivered by the _ post 
containing the saint’s imege which ha 
been tie around Salvatore’s neck to 
shield him from evil. 

But if they are pressed—‘‘Yes, yes; he 
was lost. He walked too far one time 
and lost his way. He was away three 
days, five days, and then we found him 
on the street and brought him back, 
and now he is with my sister in the 
country. He is all right. ‘‘If they say 
he was stolen, they lie.”’ . 

But some of those who go into Buffa’'s 
store know better, and when the father 
sees this he takes them aside, and whis- 
pers brokenly the story of the disappear- 
ance of his son, of the letters and the 
elephone messages. 
te er what am I to do?" he asks, 
helplessly. ‘‘I have not the money they 
ask. J] have no money.” 

The trouble is that down in hig neigh- 
borhood the people think that Baffa is 
not so poor as he says. The sign 
on the window of his establishment pro- 
claims him an importer of wines and 
produce, and the store inside is piled high 
with stock. 

‘But it is all I have,’’ he explains, 
‘“4¢ is nothing. I do business on credit 
and manage to get along. The neighbors, 
they may not think so, but I have no 
mo Pa 

Buffa believes that the people who have 
stolen his boy are Calabrians, like him- 
self, and he has suspicions as to who 
they are. When he is asked about this 
he shakes his head vigorously and re- 
treats to his explanation that Salvatore 
is with an aunt in the country, and that 
all this talk of kidnapping is neighbor- 

ood lying. 
pe twenty-elght days have 
gone slowly by, and each visitor to the 
store, each arrival of the postman, each 
telephone message carries with it a 
nervous shock. The Buffas feel no con- 
fidence that the authorities can bring 
back a child stolen under such circum- 
stances and by such men. They do not 
even know that the boy is alive, and can 
only hope that some miracle will re- 
store him to them.

VANDERBILT SELLS TIMBER. 


Parts with 20,000 Acres of His Hold- 
ings Near Biltmore.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., June 2,—At a price 
mére than half a million dollars, George 
W. Vanderbilt has sold a twenty-thou- 
Sand-acre Gloucester timber tract, form- 
ing part of the Pisgah forest, to J. F. 
Silverstein, Asheville representative of 
independent tannery interests. They will 
construct fifteen miles of railway into 
the Gloucester tract from Rosman station, 
on a branch of the Southern Railroad, 
and build a tannic acid plant, and per- 
haps a pulp mill. 

The sale occasioned much surprise 
here, because it was not sayposed Mr. 
Vanderbilt would sell any of his timber 
holdings,: which are daily becoming more 
valuable. He tr an average of $3 a 
acre for the 120,000 acres of forest fif- 
teen years ago.

EIGHT THROWN FROM AUTO. 


Two Dying After Car Skids Into a 
Telegraph Pole. 


Seven young men, members of the Mo- 
hawk Civic Club of 130 Henry Street, 
hired Morris Levine’s automobile last 
night, and, starting from Levine's garage, 
79 First Street, drove to New Rochelle. 
They were late coming back, and at 
Wilkins Avenue and Boston Road Levine 
turned toward Southern Boulevard seek- 
ing a better roadway. As he swung into 
Southern Boulevard at Freeman Street a 
trolley car bore down on him, and to 
avoid it Levine turned sharply. His car 
skidded into a telegraph pole, and the 
rear of it was demolished, all the oo- 
cupants being thrown out.

The New York 
Dock Company in Brooklyn gets a reduc- 
tion of $5,000,000 from the assessed valua- 


tion, but even then it leaves an increase 
of a like amount over last year's figures, 
which were $18,000,000.

DREXEL HOME IN MARKET.

TENNESSEE DEAL 


Steel Trust Took Property It Had 
Refused Before to Stop 
Panic, He Says. 








WHAT ROOSEVELT TOLD HIM 


Made No Promise Not to Prose- 
cute Steel Trust, but Con- 
sidered the Sale Justified. 


FAVORS FEDERAL CONTROL 








Even to Price Fixing and Considers 
the Sherman Act as Archaic— 
Contradicts Gates.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Ex-Judge Ele. 
bert H. Gary, Chairman of the United - 
States Steel Corporation, made the second 
day of his appearance before the Stanley ° 
Steel Trust Investigation Committee more 
interesting than the first. He surprised 
the committee by saying that he believed 
the only remedy for the impositions of 
immenss aggregations of capital was 
Government control. 


He surprised everybody again later on 
when he told the story of the events con- 
nected with the acquisition of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company by the 
United States Steel Trust, and read what 
he called a record of his visit to the 
White House to consult President Roose- 
velit and Secretary Root in regard to the 
legality of the transaction in the face 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust act, this reo- 
ord consisting of the original letters be- 
tween himself and Mr. Root, copies of 
which the latter had filed at the Depart- 
ment of Justice, where the Steel Corpora- 
tion could find them if there ‘“‘ should be 
occasion,’ as Mr. Root expressed it. 

Challenging the statement of John W. 
Gates before the committee, Mr. Gary in- 
sisted that the purchase by the Steel 
Corporation of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company was made at a price more 
than it was worth for the express pur- 
pose of preventing the crash of the New 
York banking firm of Moore & Schley. 
By this, he declared, that his corporation 
stood behind J. Pierpont Morgan in avert- 
ing a disastrous financial upheaval in 
1907. 


“Mr. Morgan is one man,” said Mr. 
Gary, “‘who in such an. occasion rises 
and puts his own money into other banks 
or into the Stock Exchange to prevent 
panic and trouble and to help people who 
are in financial distress. He has done it 
time and again. This time he risked his 


money and his name to save the situae 
tion.”’ 


Favors Federal Control. 


The expression as to Government con- 
trol came along in the most casual way 
in the course of a statement explaining 
the occasion for the Gary dinners and 
the American Institute of Steel Manu- 
facturers. Judge Gary had said that the 
problem for the stee! manufacturers was 
to get between the extremes of destruc- 
tive competition and illegal contracts. He 
had said that it was impossible to control 
the prices of steel, and affirmed that the 
ee manufacturers never had controlled 

em, 

“I realize the importance,” he said, 
“of considering how the people shall be 
protected against imposition of the great 
combinations of wealth. The Sherman 
law, in my opinion, does not meet the 
conditions of to-day, and I believe it 
never can fully prevent these combina- 
tions. We must come to enforced pub- 
licity and Governmental control.” 

you mean Government control of 
’ asked Mr. Young of the com-

‘* Yes,’ was the answer. “I mean just 
that. The Steel Corporation would be 
giad if it knew where it stood. We want 
to be free from danger, free from criti- 
cism by the public. If we had some place 
we could go and say here are the facts 
and figures of our property, our cost 
prices; tell us what we have right to 
charge. If we had some such Govern- 
mental body, we would be glad to avail 
ourselves of the opportunity. Corpora- 
tions have no right to ignore public ques- 
tions and public interests.”’ 

‘Do you mean,” asked Mr. Littleton, 
* that co-operation is bound to take the 
place of competition, and that co-opera- 
tion must he regulated by the Governe- 
ment? ”’ 

‘*T mean fust that,’’ was the answer. 

“Do you think the Sherman law is an 
arachaic law to deal with modern com- 
petition?’ asked Mr. Littleton. 

‘You have stated the condition exact- 
ly,”” was the reply. ‘It is @ mistake to 
say we can control prices, but co-opera- 
tion has given much needed stability.’’ 


Explains Trust’s Control. 


Judge Gary went on to say that it was 
far from the truth to say that the United 
States Steel Corporation controlled the 
prices. It was the small companies that 
did that, he said. They could cut down 
prices and by underbidding get the 


business. To a question from Mr. Mce- 
Gillicuddy, he said the United States 
Steel Corporation did about 50 per cent. 
of the business of the country and they 
had control of about half the available 
iron ore of the country according to the 
Government reports. 

Mr. Stanley asked if the Stec]l Corpora- 
tion had not a practical monopoly, but 
the witness begged to go on and clear up 
his answer as to the American Institute 
of Tron and Steel Manufacturers. He said 
that one of the principal things at their 
meetings was to discuss the welfare of 
their employes, which was more to some 
men than the mere making of a little 
money. He said that it was the purpose 
to hold a meeting of manufacturers from 
all parts of the world at Brussels, July 


and 6. 

‘Tt is the intention,”’ said he, “to orm 
ganize an international institute unless 
something comes up to make it appear 
that we ought not to do it from a legal 
as well as a moral standpoint. I will 
not be put in the position that [ intend to 
violate the law or best interests of the 
public.’’ 

Mr. Stanley at this point referred to 
the complaints made by several Secre- 
taries of the Navy, who declared that 
there was an international agreement as 
to the price of armor plate. Judge Gary. 
said he did not know what he meant by 
that. Mr. Stanley said that the Secre- 
taries complained that there was an or- 
ganization which prevented fluctuations 
in the price of armor plate. 

“Tt do not know about that. It has 
nothing to do with what I have been 
talking about. The institute wil) concern 
itself about technical questions. ethical 
and ethnological questions, which are ag 
important to some of us as making a lite 
tle money.” ’ 

Purchase of Trust’s Rival. 

In giving the details of the purchase of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, 
Mr. Gary said: 

‘‘ Several offers had been made to us 
by people representing the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company to sell at different times.

Gary’s Letter to Root. 
Judge Gary then read to the committee 


the following letters: 


New York, Nov, 7, 1907. 
My Dear Mr. Secretary: At the recent 
interview at the White House between the 
President and yourself and Mr. Frick and 
myself, I stated in substance that our 
corporation had the opportunity of acquiring 
more than half the capital stock of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company at a 
rice somewhat in excess of what we be- 
lieved to be its real value, and that it had 
been represented that if the purchase should 
be made it would be a great benefit to fi- 
nancial conditions and save from failure an 
important business concern, and that under 
the circumstances Mr. Frick and I had 
decided to favor the purchase unless the 
President objected, and I further stated 
that the total production capacity of our 
companies would not be materially increased 
by the purchase of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company, and that the purchase would 
probably not bring it to more than 60 per 
cent, of the total steel production in this 
country, which was about the capacity of 
our companies at the organization of the 
Steel Corporation: that our position was 
opposed to securing a monopoly in our lines 
or materially increasing our capacity. I 
understood the President to say that while 
he could not make any bLinding promises, 
that he did not hesitate to say that from 
all the circumstances as presented he would 
not Kdvise against the purckase.

‘ Contradicts Gates. 


Referring to the testimony given by 
John W. Gates last week, in which he 
said that he regarded the taking over of 
the Tennessee Company as a@ forced sale, 
Mr. Gary said 

‘‘Mr. Gates says in his testimony that 
the Board of Directors passed a resolu- 
tion that the minority stockholders should 
have the right to turn in their stock at 
I have no recollection 
of that. If it is true, it would look as 
though they were rather forcing us to 
buy, than that we were trying to make 
them sell. 

‘‘As a matter of fact the original memo- 
randum provided that we should take the 
minority stock at the same price as the 
other. This was consummated before Mr. 
Gates returned from Europe. I think he 
is mistaken in his memory of the facts.’’ 

Much time was spent to bring out the 
point that the United States Steel sold 
rails abroad cheaper than at home, and 
Judge Gary admitted it. He sald that 
there was a practice of dumping products, 
and all countries did it at times. Ha 
would not admit that in South american 
countries, where there was nox an inter- 
national agreement, as Mr. Stanley 
charged, they got $4 more per ton for rails 
than they did In the United States. 

Mr. Gary said that the du™ping of rails 
was like the practice ot che merchant 
who cleaned his shelves once a year. If 
it would keep all the men employed all 
the time the Steel rail men would be dis- 
posed to sell rails abroad at a lower price 
than at home. The last dumping of for- 
eign rails on this country occurred, he 
said, in 1905 or 1906. 

Last year German and Belgian mills sold 
rails on the Pacific Coast cheaper than 
they did at home. It was a territory 
where the United States Steel was not 
protected. One year, he said, the United 
States Steel had sold rails abroad at 27 
cents less than at home. He insisted that 
there was no understanding between 
American and British railmakers. 


Explains Price of Rails. 


Asked as to the organization of the 
Federal Steel Company, Judge Gary ad- 
mitted that after its organization in 1898 
prices improved. He saidy however, that 
there was an improvement in all lines of 
business. The price of steel rails, which 
had been §$!8 in 1808, was $52 and $35 in 
1609 


‘* Steel rails are now sold at $28,’ said 
Judge Gary, ‘‘ because we would never 
consent to-an increase. Many times the 
demand has beén such that .an increase 
would have been justified. Many of our 
competitors wanted to put the price up, 
but we would not do so. We are in a po- 
sition where we can keep the price down, 
but can’t forée it up.’’ 

‘* Have any of your competitors put the 

tang A below $28?’’ asked Representative 

Seall, 

“It would not be profitable to sell at 
less than $28,"’ said Judge Gary. 

“The cost of making rails is increasing 
all the time.”’ said Judge. Gary, ‘‘and I 
think the time is not far off when we will 
have to increase the price of rails. I think 
our competitors will have to do the same 
thing.”’ 

Going back to the institute, Representa- 
tive Littleton asked how many mills were 
represented.

Attitude Toward the Law. 


‘‘Is there a feeling among steel makers

‘“Do you fecl that we are face to face 
with a Toss of the competition of old, 
and that we must have a new policy and 
doctrine?’’ asked Mr. Littleton. 

‘It Seems to me that is true,’’ said 
Judge Gary. 

“If we have the Government control 
you suggest,’’ asked Mr. Stanley, ‘‘ where 
will be the stopping place between Gov- 
ernment control and Government owner- 
ship? ’’ 

“I think there is a stopping place,” 
answered Judge Gary. ‘‘ We control Na- 
tional banks and the railroads without 
making any attempt to own them.”’ 

Mr. Littleton asked why it would not 
be possible to organize all the subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel 
Corporation into one corporation. Judge 
Gary said it would be at the sacrifice of 
the personal interest of the officials of 
each of the companies who now felt a 
pride in their management. The work- 
men also felt @. more intimate interest in 
an offical near them than they would in a 
centralized organization hundreds of 
miles away. Each company with its own 
set of officers secured more responsibility 
and attained higher success, he believed, 
than would be possible with the one gen- 
eral organization. He told how the use 
of ‘‘deadly parallels,’’ showing cost of 
production among the various subsidiary 
companies, served as a control and check 
on them all. 

Judge Gary said in reply to questions 
that of the entire output on Lake Su- 
perior’ United States Steel got out 45.6 
per cent. in 1909; independents, 54.4 per 
cent. The figures for 1910 are not yet 
Sut. For 1908 the United States Steel got 
out 46.8 per cent., 43 per cent. in 1907, 
46 per cent. in 1906, 43.4 ner cent. in 1905, 
37.9 per cent. in 1904, a cent. in 
1908, and 45.1 per cent. in 1902.

He brought out the fact of a ,combina- 
tion between the Hill interests in the Min- 
nesota iron region and the fact that rates 
were held at a point that brought a large 
revenue to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration which the , independent com- 
panies had to pay on their output, while 
to the steel company it was simply 
charging transportation to itself. 

Judge Gary said that the United States 
Steel Corporation had the option to can- 
cel its leases in 1915, and if they were 
not canceled they held until the mines 
were exhausted or the life of the leases 
ended. : 

Mr. Stanley read from Moody’s Manual 
statements of dividends paid by the Du- 
luth Iron Range Railroad, belonging to 
the United States Steel Corporation, but 
Judge Gary said he knew nothing about 
them. The dividend in 1904 was 150 per 
cent.; in 1905, 70 per cent.; in 1906, 40 
per cent.; in 1507, 50 per cent.; and in 
1908, 60 per cent. Mr. Stanley contended 
that it was downhill from the mines to 
the lake shore, and that while the rate 
was a cent a ton per mile or 70 cents a 
ton for the haul of ore, the coal for the 
use of the mines was hauled from Con- 
nelisville to Two Harbors for 8 mills a 
mile per ton.

FULL DYNAMITE INQUIRY.

The Grand Jury will conduct a special 
investigation of what are known as the 
Von Spreckelsen explosions that occurred 
in Indianapolis on Oct, 29, 1910. Albert 
Von Svreckelsen was a contractor, Build- 
ings that he was erecting were blown up 
with dynamite. Twenty subpoenas will 
be issued for witnesses In this case. 

On the theory that participants in dy- 
namiting outrages in other States, who 
may have been in Indiana when the out- 
side explosions took place, may _ be 
brought to justice in Indiana, explosions 
that .took plece outside this State will 
also be investigated.

PACED ANGRY CROWD 
TO SAVE A NEGRO 


Two Bronx Youths Prevented 
Him from Being Pounded 
and Kicked to Death. 








HAD FRIGHTENED TWO GIRLS 





Ran When They Screamed, but His 
Pursuers, Increasing ‘very Block, 
Caught Him and Got Him Down. 





From a vacant lot at 150th Street and 
Walton Avenue, the Bronx, a _ uegro 
sprang last night and confronted two 
girls, walking slowly along arm in arm. 
Flis sudden appearance terrified the girls, 
who screamed. From the opposite corner 
two young men bounded across the street 
toward the trio. The negro started on a 
run up Walton Avenue. 

“He stopped us at 149th Street and 
myimbled something,” said the girls, “and 
when we reached this corner he was 
waiting for us.’’ 

The young tnen waited to hear no more, 
but put after the negro at top speed. The 
latter swung into 152d Street and dashed 
toward Ryder Avenue. Behing him his 
pursuers yelled to him to stop. When the 


terrified negro turned into Ryder Avenue 
anc started south toward 150th Street, 
nearly one hundred men and boys were 
at his heels, 

The fugitive’s pace became slower as 
his efforts told on him,. and in 150th 
Street, into which he turned, he sank 
exhausteaG on the steps of a house near 
Walton Avenue. He covered his head 
with his arms and awaited his pursuers. 
It took only a second for the foremost 
of them to reach him. 

The crowd threw him from the steps 
to the sidewalk. There, as he lay help- 
less, they kicked him about the body and 
Each man in the 


‘crowd seemed eager for a blow at the 


colored man and the crowd of one hundred 
trampled back and forth over him, kick- 
ing and striking at him. It seemed that 
they meant to beat him to death. 

Others gathered by tne nvise of the row 
came running up. Among these were Jo- 
seph Hueble of 500 East 151st Street and 
Arthur Graham of 308 East 150th Street. 
Both are big fellows, far above the av- 
erage in size and strength. They saw 
that the negro would be killed by the 
excited crowd and fighting their way to 
his side, they turned on the men who were 
beating him. 

‘‘“You’ll kill him,” they shouted to the 
crowd, emphasizing their remarks by 
blows of their fists at those nearest to 
them, 

For an instant it seemed that the crowd 
would crush the young men down before 
it and treat them as the negro had been 
treated.

The 
negro, almost senseless and bleeding 
about the head and face, lay helpless on 
the sidewalk. To insure him against 
further beating his rescuers plumped 
themselves down on top of him, practical- 
ly preventing any one from reaching him 
without hitting them first, a risk which 
none of the crowd appeared anxious to 
take. 

Policeman singh om of the Alexander 
Avenue Station arrived to find the crowd 
still surrounding the negro and his res- 
cuers. By this time the throng was 
gradually getting new courage, and, fear- 
ing that an attack presently would be 
made on the young men, Northrupp sent 
in a call for the reserves. When these 
arrived, the crowd scattered and the ne- 
gro was led to the station. 

He was bleeding badly and complained 
that he felt as though something had 
been crushed in his chest. He refused 
to have a doctor called, although the po- 
lice told him he probably was injured 
internally. He said he was William 
Mitchell, a steward, and lived at 360 East

Miss Collins agreed to go to Night 
Court and prefer a charge against the 
negro, and Mitchell was hurried off there. 

In the Night Court Edna Collins told 
Magistrate House of her fear of the negro 
and her belief that he had been following 
her. When Mitchell took the stand, how- 
ever, he said that fbivve boys and two 
girls, among them Edna Collins, had 
called him names and then chased him. 
He had done nothing, he said. Edna 
Collins afterward admitted that some 
white boys had spoken to Mitchell first, 
and Magistrate House instantly dis- 
charged Mitchell. 


City Employe Killed by Dellvery Auto. 


While repairing the roadway on the 
north side of the Brooklyn Bridge yes- 
terday afternoon James Dunn, a foreman 
of carpenters in the Department of 
Bridges, was knocked down by an auto- 
mobile newspaper delivery wagon, sus- 
taining injuries from which he died a few 
minutes later.

The thirty Sisters in the Ursuline

It 
was reported to Father ary > T. Don- 
lin of St. Jerome’s Church, a block away, 
and he notified the police.

He was 
arrested for tossing a stone through a 
store window at 1,450 Park Avenue in an 
attempt to steal a 95-cent suitcase.

ANTI-MADERO PLOT NIPPED 





Pian Disclosed to Dynamite Leader at 
Juarez, Ball, Say Insurrectos— 
Jefe Politico Arrested. 





Special to The New York Times. 

EL PASO, Texas, June 2.—Francisco 
I. Madero, Jr., started for Mexico City 
this morning. His departure from this 
city was marked by no great enthusiasm, 
and it is safe to say that not over 150 
people were at the Union Station when the 
Sunset Express, to which is attached Ma- 
dero’s private Pullman, left. At Spoftérd 
the Madero Pullman will be detached and 
hauled to Eagle Pass, where it will be 
attached to @ special train that is to carry 
Madero an¢ his party the rest of the way 
to Mexico City. 

Among those at the station to wish the 
revolutionary leader a safe and happy 
trip was Gen. Juan N. Navarro, former 
Iederal commander at Juarez. Madero and 
his former enemy embraced in Mexican 
fashion, and as they stood clasped in each 
other’s arms Gen. Navarro whispered 
something in Madero’s ear that made the 
little insurrecto chieftain shake with glee. 
Others at the station to bid Madero good- 
bye included Mayor Kelly and several city 
officials of El Paso. As the train pulled 
out everybody, including Gen. Navarro 
and the American contingent, shouted 
‘Viva Madero,’”’ to which Madero repeat- 
edly lifted his hat. 

Among those traveling with Madero are 
his wife and father, Gen. Garibaldi, Col. 
Eduardo Hay, end Capt. Castillo. The 
latter will take command of Madero’s 
bodyguard at Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, or eas 
it is known to the insurgent officers, 
Piedras Negros. The Madero train is 
scheduled to reach that place early to- 
morrow morning, and is due in Mexico 
City at 10 A. M. on Wednesday. 

Sefior Madero intends, after crossing 
the border, to visit Torreon, Zacatecas, 
and Aguas Calientes in an effort to pacify 
that section of the country. He is great- 
ly pleased with the prospect of reaching 
Mexico City. 

“Tt is. of course, the climax of the 
revolution,” he _ said. “It seems one 
triumph is completed; we began our fight 
in the open field; we are marching in 
peace to the stronghold of those who 
were once our foes.

the ballroom to blow up the building. 
About 500 persons, including Sefor 
Madero and his wife, were taking part 
in a grand march about 11 o’clock, when 
a man was stopped at the entrance. In 
the man’s pockets was found a large tin 
ean, filled with dynamite and provided 
with a time fuse. The Juarez police be- 
lieve that the incident is only part of an 
elaborate conspiracy formed by a politi- 
cal party opposed to Madero and that 
further developments may follow. 

The arrest, it was stated, was kept from 
Madero. The ball was pronounced one of 
the most splendid affairs ever given in 
Ciudad Juarez, the only function surpass- 
ing it being the reception and —— 
given in the Custom House to Presidént 
Taft by Gen. Diaz in 1909. 

The high-domed and pillared hall, which 
two years ago was the meeting place of 
two Presidents, appeared at its best in 
honor of the man who made the Mexican 
revolution. No picture of Diaz appeared 
on the walls. but instead a large study or 
Hidalgo, the Mexican George Washing- 
ton, formed the centre of the decorative 
scheme. set in the alcove at the rear of 
the hall. Back of the Hidalgo picture 
was a mass of red, white, and green ma- 
terial done into a flag. and cresting the 
picture was a huge liberty cap. The 
green garlands wound about the white 
pillars and over the figured ceiling were 
hung with the same general effect as on 
previous occasions. Small American flags 
stood about the side walls, with Mexican 
banners in great evidence. There were 
quite as many American guests as Mex- 
ican.

VITERBO, Italy, June 2.—A waiter at 


and a porter at Alfano’s stable, were 
called to the witness stand to-day to give 
testimony at the trial of the thirty-six 
Camorrists for the murder of Gennaro 
Cuocolo and Signora Cuocolo. 

The prosecution alleges that the mur- 
derers of Cuocolo met at the Café For- 
tunio for the purpose of dividing the 
jewelry and Government bonds which | 
were stolen from the murdered man’s 
apartments. The waiter denied that the 
Camorrists had met at the café. 

The stable porter testified that the sta- 
ble did not contain any vehicles belonging 
to Alfano or Giuseppe de Marinis, who, 


it is alleged, planned the Cuocolo mur- 
der, but he denied to-day that the build- 
ing was ever used as a meeting place by 
the Camorrists. 

Comparing the porter’s statement to-day 
with his testimony given at a previous 
examination, the President of the Court 
asked for an explanation of the discrep- 
ancies contained therein. 

The witness replied: ‘‘ When I testified 
before, I was forced to say just what the 
Carabineers wanted me to. only re- 
fused to say that Corrado Sortino at- 
tended the meeting at the stable, because 
I did not know Sortino.”’ 

The general impression among the spec- 
tators at the trial is that the waiter and 
the porter were suborned by the Camor- 
rists into denying the statements detri- 
menal to the prisoners which they had 
made at the earlier examinations. 

Jacovitti, Erricone’s coachman, said he 
Grove Erricone and his friends to the 
Mimi a Mare Tavern at Torre del Greco 
on the day of the murder, and that while 
they were dining a man in_ his_ shirt 
sleeves entered and crossed the dining 
room, but spoke to no one. The Presi- 
dent of the court ordered Mariano de 
Gennaro, one of the alleged murderers of 
Cuocolo, and who it is alleged went to the 
tavern to notify Erricone that the mur- 
der had been consummated, to come out 
of the cage. Then turning to Jacovitti 
the President asked if he recognized De 
Gennaro as the man he had seen at the 
tavern. 

‘‘No,” replied Jacovitti, “‘it isn’t he. 
The man I saw was taller and also had 
& larger mustache.’’ 

Jacovitti declared that he had not said 
that his deposition made during the pre- 
liminary investigation of the case was 
due to intimidation by the carabineers. 
He denied that the carabineers were 
keeping him under surveillance, but de- 
clared two policemen had followed him 
since he left Naples and were still con- 
stantly watching him.

APPROVES NAVAL PRIZE CODE. 


British Imperial Conference Also Urges 
Notification of London Deolaration. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Imperial Con- 
ference, which is holding its sessions at 
the British Foreign Office, to-day ap- 
proved the Declaration of London and 
passed a resolution favoring its ratifica- 
tion. 





The Declaration of London was adopted 
at a conference of the chief naval powers 
held in London from December, 1908, until 
February, 1909, with the view of arriving 
at an agreement as to the rules of prize 
in naval warfare. The object was to 
draw up a definite code, following the 
precedent of the Declaration of Paris of 
1856, for the purposes of the International 
Prize Court, to be established in accord- 
ance with one of the conventions of the 
second Hague Conference in 1907. 

The result was the present Declaration 
of London, signed by the representatives 
of Great Britain, as well as those of 
other powers, and now awaiting formal 
ratification by Parliament. The declara- 
tion evoked some strong criticism in the 
United Kingdom.

TURKISH RAILWAY PLAN OFF? 


American Project Seems Killed by Se- 
cret Russo-German Influences. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The action of

A decision of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court, handed down yester- 
day, ousts the representative of the salary 
loan shark from behind the paymaster's 
window. The decision holds that no 
money may be collected from the em- 
ployer of a salaried borrower unless no- 
tice is given to the employer at the time 
the money is advanced. _ 

This robs the loan agent of one of his 
most effective weapons, the fear of be- 
trayal to the employer of the fact that 
the salaried employe has put himself into 
a position which often drives men to em- 
bezzlement and theft. It also makes it 
impd¢ssible for the loan agent, if the em- 
ploye defaults, to collect anything through 
the device of giving notice on one of nu- 
merous salary assignments which the bor- 
rower has been compelled to sign. 

The decision further spoils one of the 
favorite tricks of the loan agent, that of 
, executing loan contracts under the laws 
of States which have -no statute against 
usury, and disposes of the subterfuge so

MONCURE ROBINSON WINS 





In Fight with New York Central Over 
$550 Trunk—Failure to Ask Was In 
Accordance with Road’s Instructions. 





A passenger whose baggage is lost may 


recover its full value, in spite of railroad 
regulations printed on the ticket limiting 
liability to $150, even if the baggage is 
not insured for a higher amount, when 
the baggage agent neglects to inquire as 
to the value of the baggage at the time 
he receipts for it. This rule of law was 
laid down yesterday by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, denyin 

the appeal of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad from Moncure 
Robinson’s successful demurrer to their 
special defense to his suit for $550 for 
losing his trunk on a trip to Mt. Kisco in 
November, 1907. 

Mr. Robinson, who is‘a man of wealth, 
has fought the case persistently in spite 
of the delays interposed by the railroad’s 
lawyers. The company sought to limit its 
liability to $150 by referring to the print- 
ing in small type on the ticket of this 
limitation, and by the fact that it has an 
arrangement by which baggage valued at 
more than $150 may be insured for its full 
value by the payment of an extra charge. 
Mr. Robinson learned, however, that the 
failure to ask him the value of his trunk 
Was not an accident, but was in accord- 
ance with printed instructions to baggage 
agents printed on the tariff sheet, which 
was put in evidence. These printed in- 
structions read: 

Please understand that you are not to ask 
the value of baggage from the owner, and 
it is only in cases where owners voluntarily 
state the value of their baggage at the 
time of checking that charge is to be made 
if any lot pnelonging to any single passenger 
exceeds $150 
This bit of instruction is contrary to 

that issued by express companies, who 
limit liability. when value is not given 
to $50, but instruct agents in all cases 
to inquire what is the value of all articles 
receipted for. That such a statement of 
an opposite policy was made on printed 
tariff sheets, easy of access to aggrieved 
persons, was explained by the fact that 
in many places the station agent also acts 
as agent of the express company. 

Supreme Court Justice Guy’s action in 
upholding Mr. Robinson’s demurrer to the 
railroad company’s defense was — by 
a three to two vote in the Appellate Di- 
vision.

NO BROOKLYN CRIME WAVE. 


Grand Jury Finds Reports of Wicked- 
ness Grossly Exaggerated. 


In a presentment handed to County 
Judge Fawcett yesterday the Kings Coun- 
ty Grand Jury declared that it had failed 
to find any ‘‘crime wave’’ in Brooklyn 
in the last six months. 

The Jury spent considerable time in- 
Specting the records of the Police De- 
partment and examining witnesses, and 
reached the conclusion that the stories 
of crime in the borough were grossly ex- 
aggerated. 

The jury found that the police force 
appeared to be doing its full duty, except 
in the matter of enforcing the excise law. 

Despite the fact that Mayor Gaynor had 
declared that the excise law was being 
tegen tf enforced, the Grand Jury found 
hat violations of the law in Brooklyn 
had been many, far more than they 
should have been had the police per- 
formed their full duty.

Controller Prendergast is now 
having warrants drawn for the disburse- 
ment of the interest on this $10,000,000, 
and settlement will be made very soon. 

The new law will also make it un- 
necessary to carry in the banks of the 
city the large amounts arising from the 
sale of corporate stock pending the time 


of actual disbursement. After a bond sale 


of $50,000,000 an average balance of at 
least one-half that sum has been car- 
The 
city pays 4% per cent. on this money 
and receives only 2 per cent. from the 
banks. Qn this side of the account the 
Controller expects that the city will save 
at least $500,000 a year as against the 
old method. The new procedure will also 
lighten the work of the City Chamber- 
lain in distributing among the banks the 
large amounts received from bond sales, 
as the proceeds of sales will be used 
immediately to liquidate outstanding 
notes. 


THE MOYSES EXPELLED. 


Cotton Exchange Finds Them Gullty of 
Disregarding Rothschild’s Orders. 


Opening trades on the Cotton Exchange 
were delayed nearly ten minutes yester- 
day while President Marsh formally car- 
ried out the sentence of expulsion of Ed- 
ward and Felix H. Moyse, members of 
Edward Moyse & Co. This is said to be 
the first expulsion from the Exchange 
in twenty-five years, and it grew out of 
charges brought by another Exchange 
member, Morris H. Rothschild, who got 
into difficulties with his associates in the 
Scales-Hayne-Patten bull pool during the 
squeeze of shorts in the cotton market 
last year. 

Rothschild explained the sale of his cot- 
ton contrary to the pool agreement by 
charging Edward Moyse & Co., who were 
his brokers, with acting against his in- 
structions. The charge .was sustained in 
the resolution of expulsion, which said: 

The Board of Managers of the Cotton. Ex- 
change find that Rothschild did actually and 
positively give instructions, to Edward 

Moyse & Co. that his cotton was to be 

sold with restriction that it was not to be 

redelivered cn contract; that Edward Moyse 

& Co. failed to observe this instruction; 

that in doing so said firm, and the mem- 

bers of said firm, Edward Moyse, Felix H. 

Moyse and Hugh F. McElroy, who are 

members of the New York Cotton Exchange, 

made themselves guilty of misconduct in 
their relation to the Cotton Exchange and 
to Morris H. Rothschild within the mean- 
ing of the provisions of subdivision FE. of 

Section 92 of the by-laws. 

Hugh F. McElroy, a former member of 
the firm who withdrew from partnership 
last™year, was suspended for one year. 

All outstanding contracts of the Moyse 


firm are to be cared for by the firm of 
Moyse & Holmes of New Orleans, mem- 
bers of the New York Cotton Exchange. 

The members of the insurgent party on 
the New York Cotton Exchange an- 
nounced yesterday their independent 
ticket. The annual election will take 
place next Monday. The insurgent ticket

CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Commenting on general business con- 
ditions throughout the country, Dun’s Re- 
view says: 

Continued conservatism, combined with grow- 


ing confidence, appears in trade reports. The 
fact that one after another of perplexing un- 








certainties {s passing, and that crop prospects 4 


are increasingly favorable, creates the distinct- 
ly better business sentiment prevailing, al- 
though curtailment, readjustment of prices, and 
moderate purchases in satisfaction of imme- 
diate wants still characterize the actual trade 
movement, 

The most active trade movement is at present 
in exportation to foreign lands, and this con- 
stitutes a strong situation. Railroad gross earn- 
ings during three weeks of May were 0.5 per 
cent. better than last year, while important sys- 
tems report large net gains, showing to what 
extent wholesome economies are practiced. 
Bank clearings during May showed a ioss of 
only 1.4 per cent., as compared with last vear, 
and of only 0.5 per cent. as compared with 
1909, which indicates how large the country’s 
transactions are even in a time when business 
is regarded es slow. 

Not in many years has there been such a cur- 
tailment of production as now exists in cotton 
manufactures, but the reports from the dry 
foods trade venerally appear somewhat better. 
More business is reported at a number of the 
leading centres, and a more confident spirit 
is exhibited, especially as the agricultural out- 
look continues to improve. The conservative 
betterment in the shoe trade and in leather 
is maintained,

At some centres bargain sales of Sprine coods 
are already in evidence. Jobbing business has 
felt the effects of the gradual growth in retail 
trade in a fair volume of reorders.

Government Experts Expect Yield 
of 14,000,000 Bales, Exceeding 
Previous Maximum 500,000 
Bales. 
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CONDITION BEST IN DECADE 








Was 87.8 Per Cent. of Normal on May 
25—Market Drops First, but 


Soon Rallies. 





WASHINGTON, June 2.—Present indi- 
cations ‘point to this year’s cotton crop 
as.the largest the country ever has pro- 
duced, according to Government experts. 
Based on the statistics of condition as 
by the crop reporting 
the Agricultural Department, 
and the averages for the previous 
ten years, the crop will be greater by 
about 2,500,000 bales than the average, 
and larger by nearly 400,000 bales than 
the biggest crop the country ever raised, 
that of 1904. Providing conditions as 
favorable as those which have prevatled 
in the Jast ten years continue during this 
season, there should be harvested this 
year more than 14,000,000 bales, the pre- 
vious maximum in 1904 having been 13,- 
500,000 bales and the average for the 
past ten years 11,500,000 bales. 

As shown: by to-day’s report of condl- 
tion on May 25, cotton should yield 198 
pounds per acre, compared with an aver- 
age of 152.4 pounds for the last ten 
years. Allowing for an abandonment of 
3 per cent., the ten-year average, of the 
acreage planted, which would bring the 
estimated acreage down from 35,004,000 
acres to 34,000,000 acres, this would give 
the unprecedented crop indicated. 

Conditions this year to date have been 
unusually favorable, it was pointed out, 
the dry weather in May having given 
the farmers good opportunity for proper 
cultivation of the crop. The color of 
the cotton also is reported good. Although 
the growth is not far developed, it is 
said that: this is not a bad sign, as 
rain later on will bring it on rapidly 
on account of iis present excellent con- 
dition, 

The area planted to cotton this year 
in the United States, as estimated by 
the crop reporting board of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the first crop re- 
port of the season, is about 104.7 per 
cent. of the area planted last year, or 
35,004,000 acres, including that already 
planted and expected to be planted. This 
is an increase of 4.7 per cent, or 1,086.- 
000 acres, as compared with 53,418,000 
acres, the revised estimate of last years 
planted area. 

The condition of the growing crop on 
May 25 was 87.8 per cent of a normal 
condition, as compared with 80.2. per 
cent. that day last year and 80.9, the 
ten-year average on that date.

NEW ORLEANS, June 2.~—The Govern- 
ment bureau reports were a big surprise 
in the cotton market to-day. The re- 
port on acreage was as big a surprise as 
the report on condition. One was as 
bullish as the other was bearish, and 
they about balanced one another, after 
the ring got over its first shock. 

The market was remarkably strong. At 
11 o’clock the figures on condition were 
announced. They were 87.8, or almost 
three points higher than the average ex- 
pected. The ring was crowded twenty 
deep with brokers, the floor was filled 
with visitors from all parts of the cotten 
belt, and, hot as it was, the big visitors 
gallery was crowded with women. 

Excitement was high and the nolse 
deafening. Bears thought they saw the 
chance of their lives and began to offer 
cotton in large blocks. But their offer- 
ings were quickly snapped up. The cool- 
man at the ringside was the bull 
leader, Frank B. Hayne. ’ 

Immediately after the condition figures 
were out October traded at 13.08c, or a 
loss of eight peints from the level reached 
just before 11 o’clock. December lost six 
points, and July lost five. This was an 
insignificant decline, considering tne 
bearish import of the condition figures. 

Then the report on acreage was read to 
the ring. It was greeted by roars. of 
approval. from the bull side. The first 
statement read was that the area planted 
in cotton had been increased by 1,586,000 
acres. This did not mean much to the 
trade. It was figures in percentage they 
were after. Supplementary statistics said 
that the increase amounted to 4.7 per 
cent. This meant a whole lot to the ring, 
and Octeber shot upward five points. 

Added to last year’s acreage, the in- 
crease this year means that 35,004,000 
acres have been planted in cotton to 
make the crop of 1911-1912. It was gen- 
erally thought that the increase would 
amount to about 6 per cent. 
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So much importance was attached to the 
first Government report of the present 
cotton-growing season that business on 
the Cotton Exchange was practically ata 
standstill .ntil the report was read from 
the rostrum as it came over the wire at 
noon. In Liverpool, too, the interest was 
so’great that the Cotton Exchange there, 
which should have closed at the equiva- 
lent of 11 o’clock, New York time, re- 
mained open for two hours longer to per- 
mit trading on the American crop news. 
The extra session in Liverpool was in- 
fluenced by the fact that the Exchange 
closed yesterday for the Whitsuntide hol- 
idavs to remain shut until Tuesday. 

When-the report of condition came with 
its percentage of 87.8, which was from 2.4 
to 4 per cent. higher than the principal 
private estimates of the previous day, 
there was a liquidatnzg movement and 
possible bear attack.

NEW WINDSOR TRUST HEAD? 


Clark Williams to Succeed August 
Hecksher, According to Report. 


Nark Williams, former State Superin- 
tendent of Banking, and lately Controller 
of the State, was named by rumor yes- 
ierday as soon to be the President of 
the Windsor Trust Company. President 
-Hecksher, who recently succeeded John 
Alvin Young as the head of the company, 
would not discuss the report. All that Mr. 
Willlams would say was: “I have made 
no definite plans for the future.”’ He 
would neither affirm nor deny that he had 
the offer under consideration. 

Clark Williams was President of the 
Columbia Trust Company ‘at the time of 
the panic and resigned to take the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of Banking to carry 
out reforms. He framed thé new banking 
laws which were put through at the end 
of the Hughes administration and changed 
the method of liquidating State banking 
institutions so that the heavy receivers’ 
fees were eliminated and charges reduced 
to the inconsiderable e nses of the 
Banking Department officials. 

In connection with the rumors of the 
resignation of August Hecksher in favor 
of Clark Williams, it was stated that the 
Directors had formulated a plan to raise 
an additional $1,000,000 by first reducing 
the present capital of $1,000,000 to $500,- 
000 and then increasing it to $1,000,000, 
giving stockholders 50 per cent. in new 
stock for their present holdings and Sell- 
ing the remaining $500,000 of new stock 
at $200 a share. It was stated that ar- 
rangements were being made with a syn- 
dicate in which Mr. Williams is inter- 
ested for the purchase of the new stock. 
Officers of the company would not dis- 
cuss the new financial plan. 


KATY BONDS SOLD IN PARIS. 


Speyer & Co. Place an Issue of $20,- 
000,000 There. 


Cabled news from Paris that steps had 
been taken to introduce another American 
bond to investors there was confirmed 
yesterday when it was announced that 
Speyer & C€Co., who recently purchased 
$20,000,000 of Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
consolidated mortgage 5 per cent. thirty- 
year gold bonds, had sold the issue to a 
group of French banks and bankers. 
They will be issued in denominations of 
500f by a Syndicate in Paris. . 

The consolidated is are part of an issue 
of $125,00000 authorized a year ago, of 
which $66,000,000 are reserved for refund- 
ing purposes. An application to the 
Kansas Railroad Commission for permis- 
sion to issue $107,000,000 of these bonds 
was recently denied on the ground that 
the company did not state in sufficient 
detail the purposes for which the pro- 
ceeds were to be used. The application 
was renewed subsequently, when the 
commission granted the company permis- 
sion to issue $24,000,000 of the bonds. 
With the $17,131,000 already approved, a 
total of $41,000,000 has now beeen author- 
ized for issue. Steps are being taken to 
list the bonds on the Bourse.

A merger of magazines, said to be one 
of the largest ever effected in that field, 
was closed yesterday when Hampton's, 
the Columbian, the Home, the- Sterling, 
Orff’s Farm Review,. and The American 
Woman’s Review were brought under the 
same control. The purpose of the merger 
is to extend and develop the principle of 
co-operation between publishers and read- 
ers. 

“This principle, of co-operation,” . said 
Roy Long, who is to be the editorial exec- 
utive of the associated magazines, yester- 
day, “‘is as old as the English co-opera- 
tive stores, but.is of very recent develop- 
ment as a business plan in the magazine 
field. Other magazines have sold stock 
to thelr readers, but usually with the 
simple purpose of raisjng capital. Mr. 
Hampton has done the same thing with 
the object of obtaining popular support 
for his policies of civic and political bet- 
terment. The Columbian Magazine was 
the first to take up the plan as an out- 
and-out matter of business. 

“J. B. Haynes is the man who worked 
out the plan. He was never a magazine 
man and is now out of the business, but 
he laid out the plan.on which the Colum- 
bian was started, It differed from the 
stock-selling done by others, including 
Hampton’s, in the important particular 
that they were started with plenty of 
capital and were established before any 
stock was sold. The Columbian® was 
started with practically no capital, and 
$100,000 worth of stock was sold in small 
lots before the first issue of the maga- 
zine was published. This was done 
chiefly by personal solicitation among the 
mass of the people on the strength ot 
& prospectus showing the advantages of 
co-operation. The purchasers were given 
to understand that the value of their 
stock and the prospect of dividends de- 
pended entirely on their efforts to ex- 
tend its circulation, and especially in the 
direction of patronizing firms that ad- 
vertised in it and recommending them 
to their friends. 

“The result has been that the Colum- 
bian, two years after it was started, has 
a circulation of 200,000, no indebtedness, 
and 11,000 stockholders, most of whom 
are on the alert in its interest all the 


time. It has paid 16 per cent. in divi- 
dends. 


“A year ago the same plan was taken 
up by the Western Magazine Publishing 
Company of St. Louis, which publishes 
the Sterling Magazine, Orff’s Farm Re- 
view, and the American Woman's Review. 
It has achieved the same success and 
now has 8,000 stockholders. Hampton’s, 
through its own pian, has distributed its 
Stock among 5,000 stockholders. Thus, 
by the combination effected to-day, we 
have 24,000 stockholders for the asso- 
clated magazines, all of whom are field 
agents for circulation and advertising 
work. 

“The newer magazines in the combina- 
tion have had from the start, through 
this co-operative plan, an effective value 
to advertisers equivalent to a large cir- 
culation, which they did not have or pre- 
tend to have, and which it takes years 
to establish. The stockholders have kept 
in touch with the advertisers and have 
insisted on their local merchants carrying 
goods advertised in these magazines. Now 
they all have big circulations, and Hamp- 
ton’s in four years has grown to 450,000.” 

The new company which takes over the 
three concerns is the Columbian-Sterling 
Publishing Company.

Two interesting railway announce- 
ments arrive together, and, considered 
together, throw a revealing light upon 
the railway outlook. Mr. HILL an- 
nounces the world’s largest railway 
mortgage, as it is described, and the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway an- 
mounces several operating contracts af- 
fecting many thousands of miles of 
railway. On the one hand there is the 
forecast of almost unlimited resources 
for railway construction in the creation 
of a single mortgage for $600,000,000, 
and on the other hand is the declaration 
of other competent railway operators to 
the effect that railway construction 
will proceed under certain limitations 
not hitherto effective. The facts ap- 
pear to be contradictory, and yet it is 
possible to reconcile them by 4 working 
theory of how the country hereafter is 
likely to get the railways it needs. 

The policy of railway regulation has 
go far developed and settled its limita- 
tions that the promoters of railways 
deem it safe to resume their activities 
along the lines of legality and practi- 
cality as they have been shown to 
them. The first noteworthy fact is 
that the road which has been charac- 
terized by its strong preference for 
financing itself by sales of stock issues 
bonds in quantity previously unexam- 
pled. This is all the more remarkable 
because the conditions of the moment 
are not exceptionally favorable save on 
a short view of the money market. It 


is true that the period in which it has 


been extremely difficult to issue bonds 
at all on any reasonable terms seems 
ending. How severe the conditions 
have been appears from the record that 
the railway bonds issued this year in- 
creased by only $39,000,000, although 
railways’ notes increased $100,000,000. 
This year’s railway share issues have 
been only $16,000,000. Under old con- 
ditions the share issues would have 
been largest in face vale if not in 
market price, and the bonds would 
have far exceeded the notes, which are 
always issued as a last resort to bridge 
over total failure otherwise to provide 
capital. Now comes this huge bond 
issue at a time when the relation of the 
current money rate to the yield on 
standard bonds has reversed itself. 

When Mr. Hitu issued the bonds 
which he is now refunding with a third 
of the present issue the New York in- 
terest rate was 4.3 per cent. Now it is 
8.13 per cent. In 1901 the average rate 
of yield on standard bonds was 3.9 per 
cent., now it is 5.24 per cent. Mr. Hiri 
will retire his 4 per cents with 4%s, in- 
stead of 3\%4s, as he reckoned. When 
this is the best that can be done by a 
road in highest credit, it is evident that 
bonds are not available for new or 
doubtful enterprises. It is further evi- 
dent that in choosing to finance with 
bonds instead of stock Mr. HI. per- 
ceives that railway capitalization here- 
after must be a more humdrum affair 
than heretofore. The days of unlimited 
capital issues are past. 

Mr. HILw’s new departure signifies 
that hereafter railway development will 
be intensive rather than extensive, 
through difficulties of finance arising 
from the policy of regulation of rates 
and capitalization. The action of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway indi- 
cates that construction will be avoided 
whenever co-operation can provide an 
alternative. This is the application to 
routes of the policy only comparatively 
recently adopted regarding terminals. 
Railways used to regard their ter- 
minals as monopolies, and as safe- 
guarding their traffic. Railways now 
use terminals together habitually and 
with advantage to all concerned. Bet- 
ter facilities are provided for less cost. 
It is now being discovered that traffic 
tributary to local or competitive routes 
4s divided between them in any case. 
Railways therefore are preferring by 
joint use of lines to divide the cost of 
route at, say, $40,000 a mile, rather 


~ than to maintain two or more routes 
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at, say, $80,000 or $120,000 a mile. 
The traffic is the same, and the charges 
are less. 

The Frisco Road is mentioned only 
because it announces several operating 
contracts this current week. Other 
roads are doing the same thing, the 
Hill-Harriman roads in the Northwest,

There is more significance in the 
joint use of existing railroads than 
mere trackage arrangements carry. It 
means a new departure in one of the 
biggest economic questions of the day. 

Railroad systems did not until the 
last few years, since regulative condi- 
tions have made it so burdensome on 
them to find money to build new lines 
and take care of existing ones, feel the 
necessity of using the tracks of each 
other. All preferred to build, own, and 
operate their own lines, which policy 
for the general good of the public is 
the best, as it takes twice asmany rails, 
twice as many ties, bridges, &c., and 
double the amount of labor and mate- 
rial for maintenance and renewals for 
two companies to operate between any 
two points over two railroads than it 
does for ore, Trackage contracts are 
just another step in the direction 
which the railroads of the country 
have been putting into practice for the 
last fifteen or twenty years on ter- 
minals, * * ® 

We are therefore through with large” 
railroad construction. This is a policy 
which has been advocated for a long 
time by railroad men who are study- 
ing these economic questions. It is a 
policy that is bound to prevail. 

The traffic of the country is going 
to be served as well or better, but 
there is going to be a reduction of rail- 
way construction which has hitherto 
led to expenditures averaging around 
$240,000,000 annually. The nature of 
the capital issues indicates this suffi- 
ciently. 

Taken together, these incidents can 
hardly be misinterpreted as signifying 
the end of the speculative railway era, 
when railways were bullt in sight of 
each other through wide areas. In 
Texas there are scores of counties 
which have never heard a whistle, and 
which are not likely to hear one now 
until it suits several competitors to 
agree regarding construction which 
they will not strain their resources to 
undertake separately. Trunk lines and 
branches will be the rule in the West 
as it long has been in the East. There 
will be no more railway reorganizations 
on an enormous scale, with fortunes 
made by other people’s losses. ‘Those 
wanting speculation must seek it 
among the industrials, and are not 
likely to be disappointed, 








SUBWAY CO-ORDINATION. 

It is right that the city should de- 
termine for itself the routes of the sub- 
ways it is to build with its own money. 
To leave the choice of routes to the 
operating companies would be improvi- 
dent and unsafe. An owner of real 
estate who was to erect a building for 
the use of a tenant would certainly in- 
sist on having something to say about 
the choice of a site. He would not 
leave so important a matter as that 
altogether to the discretion of the ten- 
ant, particularly if he was himself to 
assume the risk of deficit in the rent 
payments. He would not consent to 
erect a building where the tenant’s 
business would almost certainly be un- 
profitable, for that would practically 
assure the tenant's inability to pay the 
rent. In the choice of site the owner, 
too, would doubtless have an eye to the 
incidental increase in the value of his 
other real estate holdings. 

Considerations of this nature, and 
many others, make it imperative that 
the discretion and judgment of the city 
authorities should not be limited by the 
terms of either of the subway offers 
now before them. The interests of the 
city and of farepayers will be best 
served by a co-ordination of the Inter- 
borough and the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company’s plans, not by a merger 
of the two, not by a mere compromise 
which might retain many unsatisfac- 
tory features of the plans, but by such 
a choice of what is best in both that, 
when the routes are laid out, they 
will form a co-ordinated system of 
rapid transit furnishing the ‘best at- 
tainable accommodation to the largest 
number of passengers and to the wid- 
est areas that it is practicable to bring 
into such a system. 

Were such a plan determined upon by 
the committee of the Board of Estimate 
the two rival companies, if they are 
guided by common sense and an en- 
lightened understanding of their own 
interest, will probably give their assent. 
The city will ask nothing unreasonable 
of either company. Neither the Inter- 
borough nor the Brooklyn company 
ought to be called upon to accept routes 
that would be operated only to its dis- 
advantage. The people of New York 
who pay so many millions of dollars 
a year to these companies would ex- 
pect them to meet the determinations 
of the committee in a reasonable spirit. 
If either one or the other, from mere 
stubbornness or through adherence to 
narrow and selfish views, should refuse 
to co-operate with the committee in its 
endeavor to supply such a system of 
rapid transit as we have indicated, we 
are confident that it would have reason 
to regret and repent of so ill-judged a 
policy. 
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FITTING WORDS. 

Not only the Legislature but the State 
of New York owes a debt of gratitude 
to Senator and ex-Justice O’GoRMAN for 
the simple, emphatic, and convincing 
protest against the wild notion of fhe 
“recall”’ of Judges which he made at 
Albany on Thursday. The Senator 
speaks with the authority of long ex- 
perience on the bench, united with un- 
usual fullness of information as to 
practical party politics and its influ- 
ence upon the judiciary. 

He cannot, of course, regard the pres- 
ent system as an ideal one. Its defects 
and the risks they involve are only too 
plain. But they will not be helped, they 
will be made very much worse, by sap- 
ping the independence of the courts 
and giving new and greater chances to 
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the professional politicians to coerce 
Judges. The plea that the recall would 
weaken the influence of the politicians 
is made, if sincere, only by those who 
do not know how these gentlemen go 
about their work. The prospect of a 
new election whenever one man in four 
can be induced to sign his name to a 
petition for it, is a weapon which the 
politicians could use with skill. And 
there would be no end to the various 
uses they could make of it. They 
would not wait, save in rare cases— 
they would not have to—for an occasion 
to start a petition. They could at any 
time, by judicious hint, make a Judge 
understand what was ‘menacing him. 
Supposing, however, that there should 
be something like a real popular de- 
mand for the recall of a Judge, the 
politicians would be in a position to 
contrpl it, direct it, derail, or défeat it 
in many cases. If so, the Judge would 
find a new rivet in the chains by which 
he was bound. The whole scheme, so 
far from adding to the power of the 
people, as opposed to the politicians, 
would give to the latter more power 
than they now have, with a chance to 
make a worse use of it. 

Another phase of the matter is thus 
referred to by Senator O’GORMAN! 

The new election is practically an 
impeachmant trial, not conducted in 
an orderly manner, before & respon- 
sible, deliberate judicial body wheres 
the rights of the official may be safe- 
guarded. It is a trial before the peo- 
ple, who will attempt to pass upon @ 
Judge's conduct—perhaps in a cas6 
where he may have rendered a just 
but unpopular decision. The people | 
will be unfamiltar with the law, and 
the facts involved in. the litigation, 
which may provoke the outbreak. A 
more intolerable judicial system can- 
not be imagined. It is subversive of 


every principle of a government ef 
laws. 


The men who would resort to this 
way of getting rid of a Judge they did 
not like would be of one of two classes. 
Hither they would be bad men who fear 
justice, or they would be rash, hot- 
headed, vain men, impatient of re- 
straint and setting their own views 
above those of all others. The former 
would be able to use the latter. Acting 
together they would destroy the inde- 
pendence and impartiality of the judi- 
clary without which the courts are 
worse than useless. The Judges would 
be tempted to ask, not what is the law 
and how does it fit the facts, but what 
ig the chance that a decision will set 
the machinery of recall in motion. It 
is hard to imagine a self-respecting 
man taking office in which he would be 
subjected to such humiliating condi- 
tions. Senator O’GormMaAN has done 
good service in his plain talk to the 
Legislature. 
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THE DEITY ON THE STAGE, 

If Gov. Drx signs the bill “ to amend 
the penal law in relation to certain 
theatrical presentations,”’ (and you can 
never tell what Gov. Dix may not do,) 
this community will be no worse off, 
and no better, than it has been. This 
bill, introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Buack, aims to compel recognition in 
the theatre of the convictions and prej- 
udices of religious persons. It prohibits 
the performance of plays “in which 
there shall be a living character repre- 
senting the Deity.” The prohibition 
would have applied lately to no acted 
play of evil intent or large popularity. 

MAETERLINCK’s “Sister Beatrice” 
represents the Virgin Mary assuming 
the garb and offices of a peccant nun 
and performing her duties for a term of 
years to save the nun’s soul from dam- 
nation. In his “ Marie Madeleine” 
the voice of the Founder of Christian- 
ity is briefly heard. In “ La Samari- 
taine,” by Rostanp, Jusus of Nazareth 
is both seen and heard. Some Church 
people objected to the performances of 
the last named play. It was given 
twice in this city, in French, and pro- 
hibited in some other cities. Against 
the two Maeterlinck plays there was 
no conspicuous protest. 

It is perfectly true that the theatre 
can exist and prosper without infring- 
ing on the Bible or the legends and be- 
liefs associated with the Christian 
Church, or any other Church. Mr. 
BLAck’s bill, which has passed both 
houses, would prohibit the performance 
of the “Prologue in Heaven” of 
GorTHE’s “ Faust,” but doubtless the 
American theatre can survive without 
that. Nevertheless, this kind of legis- 
lation ig trivial and uncalled for. There 
is no noticeable disposition on the part 
of theatre managers to put the Deity 
on the stage. The religious play of the 
Maeterlinck and Rostand type is not 
popular. Two of the three plays which 
have inspired this needless bill are 
beautiful and uplifting works, which 
were performed in a reverent spirit and 
so received by a few audiences. The 
public is the best judge of the plays it 
wants. Public opinion will decide all 
such questions as this without legal 
interference. The Governor would do 
well to withhold his signature from 
this bill. ,

There was a certain fitness in Con- 
troller PRENDERGAST presenting his 
apology for machine politics to a com- 
pany of homeopathic physicians. If 
“like cures like,” it may be that the 
obvious ravages of the spoils system In 
the body politic éan be remedied by dis- 
tribution of spoils. But the Controller 
should not forget that an indispensable 
corollary of the homeopathic proposi- 
tion is that the intended remedy shall 
be applied in very minute doses. His 
own practice has not been on that prin- 
ciple. \ 
Jesting aside, it is not a pleasant 
thing to see the financial officer of the 
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city maintaining that the “ men in any 
election on whom. the candidates de- 
pend are always machine men” and 
that it is mere “‘ hypocrisy in an elected 
officer to ‘turn his back’” on them. 
The Constitution and the laws of the 
State of New. York \require that ap 
pointments shall be made for merit and 
fitness, to be tested so far as practi- 
cable by competitive examinations. 
That excludes the notion of rewarding 
machine politicians by public employ- 
ment. The Controller has had this ex- 
plained to him by the Supreme Court, 
and he ought to respect a principle thus 
expounded and applied. He ts undoubt- 
edly a man of extraordinary import- 
ance, but he is not entitled to defy the 
law or overrule the courts, 

THE LOAFERS IN THE PARKS. 

One of the reforms in park manage- 
ment promised by Mr. Hiury, repre- 
senting the Commissioner of |Accounts, 
who seems to have usurped the func- 
tions of the Park Commissioner, with 
Mr, Stover’s approval, is the elimina, 
tion of the hoboes, Since the warm 
weather set in all the benches in the 
smaller parks have been occupied by 
ragged, dirty, rum-smelling men and 








j Women, and there has been no place 


for children and their nurses. It js 
no solution of the tramp problem to 
give the parks over to worthless loaf- 
ers. Nor is it any concern of.the Park 
Commissioner or his subordinates where 
the tramps may go if they are driven 
out of the parks. This is a problem 
which all cities have had to contend 
with in Summer. Sometimes it has 
been forcibly attacked here, and the 
police have refused to let hoboes oc- 
cupy all the park benches, and slumber 
in the sun. Latterly the police have let 
the disreputable benchers rest, and the 
condition of the smaller parks has be- 
come a public scandal. 

The parks are for all. If the hoboes 
occupy all the seats in them, everybody 
else is excluded from the parks. Mr. 
Stovmr’s heart is probably overrunning 
with sympathetic feeling for the un- 
washed, uncombed, and incompetent. 
We have great admiration for the emo- 
tional side of MY. Srover. But it is 
gratifying to know that a less tender- 
hearted public officer is tackling the 
park question, and we have hopes that 
the parks will now be cleaned up and 
made agreeable pleasure grounds for 
decent, cleanly, and law-abiding per- 
sons.

* Supererogation” {gs de- 
fined as “the perform- 
ance of any meritorious 
act in excess of the de- 
mands of duty,” but it 
also has the meaning of ** something 
superfluous or uncalled for.” There is a 
considerable difference between the im- 
pressions which the two definitions make 
on the mind—between what may be called 
the tastes which they leave behind—and it 
is owing to this double significance that 
in ordinary life acts of a distinctly super- 
erogatory character, though they be just 
as distinctly. “‘ meritorious,’’ are yet apt 
to suffer something in judgment from the 
almost invariable possibility of viewing 
them as “ superfluous or uncalled for.’ 

This curious phenomenon is well exem- 
plified in the refusal on Thursday of the 
English polo players to win a goal by 
taking a perfectly legitimate advantage 
of the fact that the ball wag put in play 
at a moment when, through a failure to 
hear the referee’s whistle, their opponents 
were ready neither for attack nor defense. 
This was generous, it was courteous, it 
was magnanimous, it was everything high 
and fine, it was an act calculated to 
have @ measurable effect in making the 
relations of two great countries closer 
and friendlier, and yet—and yet—one 
hates to say it, but it wasn't “ playing 
the game,” and, way down in their 
hearts, the Americans who applauded the 
pretty episode most enthusiastically must 
have a@ little feeling of regret that the 
Britishers didn’t take what belonged to 
them—didn’t let their rivals suffer the 
natural consequences of inattention or ill- 
luck and win or lose strictly on their 
merits, 

This is, it must be confessed, going far, 
and probably too far, for grounds of 
criticism on these good friends and gal- 
lant gentlemen, but what they did un- 
questionably took away from victory 
something of its sweetness, ag well as 
from defeat something of its sting. And 
that is not quité right. There is such a 
thing as being unfair by being too fair 
and unkind by being too kind, and in any 
game it is best that the penalties, as well 
as the privileges, should be fixed by the 
rules, not by the discretion of the players. 


A Virtue 
Carried 
Too Far. 





It seems that the 
man ScCHEIB, who 
has so much to ex- 
Plain in regard to the 
dead ‘woman found 
in the bathroom of his flat, is an ex- 
ponent of what is called “‘ New Thought.” 
Ho uses the jargon of that strange cult 
with facility and puts large words into 
meaningless combination with all the 
smug and solemn complaisance of the 
practiced expert. 

He is, he says, @ positive, not a nega- 
tive force; constructive, not destructive. 
Therefore, he could not have killed his 
wife. And when asked to account for’ 
puzzling details of his recent history, 
laboriously obtained by the detectives 
from his neighbors and acquaintances, 
he brushes inquiry aside on the plea that 
for the present he must use all his 
strength for ‘‘the concentration and 
consérvation of mind, energy, and 
thought.”’ 

Of course the fact that Scurrs talks 
in this silly way does not prove that he is 
@ murderer; on the contrary, so far as 
it goes it indicates that he isn’t the sort 
of person likely to do anything more 
desperate than to waste his time itn the 
ash barrels and dust bins of old philoso- 
phies and to deem the rubbish he finds 
there something new and precious. A 
tendency in this’ direction is far removed 
from the homicidal instinct, unless it 
somehow gets twisted around into the de- 
lusion of persecution, and thea New 
Thoughters, mooning about in their dense 
fog of mysticism, are too self-content to 
imagine themselves martyrs. They play 
happily with what KIPLING, writing about 
a closely related sect, called their old 
tooth brushes and broken teacups, and 
leave the tragedies of life to be performed 
by. people with redder blood than theirs.

mystery than of a heinous crime. As 
there are apparently insuperable diffi- 
culties in the way of proving even that 
the woman was killed, and the police are 
still at a loss for an adequate motive for 
murder, it is no wonder that they found 
it hard to formulate a charge against 
SCuEIB that would stand the test of a 
Judge’s inspection.

Post-Express has

Gentlemen, Rome had her Caesar, 
her Scipio, her Brutus, but Rome in her

Gentlemen, Greece had her 

Pericles, her Demosthenes, and her Socra- 

tes, but Greece in her palmiest days never 

had a waterfall 150 feet high! Men of 

Rochester, go on, No people ever lost their 

liberties who had a waterfall 150 feet high! 


This doesn’t sound very Websterian, 
and, in explanation of its variance from 
the great man’s usual tone and style, The 
Post-Express declares that when he de- 
livered this speech WEBSTER was “not 
too drunk to talk, but too drunk to talk 
with the lofty eloquence and rare good 
sense of other days.”’ 

If this statement rests on nothing more 
than the speech itself, its accuracy is 
dubious. To us, at least, the words quoted 
seem both sensible and eloquent. At any 
rate they are a refreshing change from 
the punky, bow-wow stuff that usually 
exudes when distinguished orators are 
making ‘‘ appropriate remarks’”’ to fel- 
low-citizens gathered to hear themselves 
and their town flattered. If, as probably 
happened, WEBSTER found that he was 
expected to give Rochester credit for the 
size of its falls, it’s really no wonder 
that he turned humorist for once, and 
there is no need to assume that red 
liquor had anything to do with the turn 
his fancy took.

In your issue of May 31 I read the death 
notice of Henry Baldwin, late member of the 
editorial staff of the Standard Dictionary.

Tuesday the treacherous disease had claimed 
him! 

Henry Baldwin was one of those men whom 
the world loves and can ill-afford to lose, 
Charitable and broad in his views, gentle, re- 
tiring, and sympathetic in manner—a man of 
sweet human traits, a Cnristian of the most 
exalted and loving type.

NOT TRADE RESTRAINT. 


Chancellor Day Writes on Trade Pro-| 
motion and its Causes. 


70 the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read your able editorial articles upon 
interest. 
They all quicken thought, but occasion- 
ally one of them awakens a protest. 

The case of the two expressmen doing 
business between two towns, which you 
cite from a judicial opinion as a con- 





b |vincing illustration of a reasonable com- 
OD- 


bination, has some puzzling elements in it. 
These two men, doing independent busi- 
ness, had a right to combine, you say. 
But what if the combination shuts out 
the coming of a third man and holds the 
trade in the hands of the two men be- 
cause they can do it better and cheaper 
than he can? And what if there had 
been four men doing express business in- 
dependently between three towns on a 
road, and three of them had proposed 
that the four unite and buy better teams 
and wagons, but the fourth invited to 
join them would not? Or what if the 
three men did not like the way this man 
did business, or his habits, would the 
three have a right to combine if as a re- 
sult of their united strength, better facill- 
ties and lower prices, the fourth man had 
to give up his independent business? Or 
is the privilege of combination limited to 
cases where ail in the same business will 
unite? 

If the illustration shows anything, does 
it not show the reasonableness of com- 
binations that serve the people and the 
unreasonableness of preventing such ser- 
vices to serve a competitor? 

If the men uniting put up prices and 
give indifferent service, the independent 
man will get the patrgnage. Very soon 
the people would appreciate their pro- 
tection and patronize the lower price. 

The combination that reduces prices 
serves the people. That combination 
which pushes up prices gives its com- 
petitor the patronage sooner or later. 

The same principles which you com- 
mend in the case of the twu men com- 
bining o@tain in the combination or 
twenty men. If two men can unite to 
do business cheaper_and to secure their 
returns at less cost to the public upon a 
greater volume of business, twenty men 
have the same inherent right, and so on 
to the greatest’ corporations. In fact 
that has been the law of corporation de- 
velopment. It is governed by a natural 
unwritten law of commerce that works 
with the sureness of the laws of tides 
and planets. Attempts to increase or 
decrease trade by paternal legislation 
have always failed. They have been 
abandoned in, every age in which they 
have been tried. 

Any business ifs justified by its service 
of the people. It is a stupendous blunder 
to rush to the defense of unsuccessfu] 
That is another way of 
arplying Government aid of the days of 
Henry VIII, and Elizabeth. 

Every man should have a free and 
open field without Government hindrance, 
for all of his powers, so long as he 
serves his community. It is absurd to 
hold other men back to give smaller men 
a chance to succeed. 

To attempt to regulate fortunes that 
come out of the application in these days 
of limitless forces upon world propor- 
tions is like trying to force men back into 
Colonial customs and practites. It is a 
profound effort to put an eagle back into 
its shell because it might surpass other 
birds in its flight. | 

The whole business of putting trade 
into Congress and into the courts has 
been one of the country’s most stupendous 
blunders, a blunder commensurate with 
the magnitude of the times and their 
forces. It has blocked the wheels of 
our progress and will keep them blocked 
until we put business back into the hands 
of those who create it, and who alone 
have the ability to manage it, and who 
themselves will be regulated by its in- 
herent laws. 

The fortunes that so frighten some 
persons are no greater for these times 


than were the fortunes of the Colonies for 
those times. George Washington had a 
bigger estate relatively than the greatest 
ianded estate of the mighty West to-day. 

The men who should be restrained by 
law and prison are the men who with- 
hold food fronr the mouths of the poor py 
creating corners and pools to force up 

rices, and not the men who are develop- 
ng the country’s resources and sending 
them everywhere to the people at the 
smallest possible prices. 

Is it restraint of trade to increase the 
volume of trade a thousand times, as 
some of these combinations have done?

But no American flier 
of last year was competent, apparently, to 
take THE NEW YORK TIMES Or The New 
York World cross-country prizes seriously.

Winthrop Tells Naval Graduates They

or battles on the sea, Assistant Secretary

such an offer. This was denied on be- 
half of the Directors of the association, 
who pointed out that the gift was made 
freely and without condition, other than 
for the preservation and protection of 
birds, which, they said, the gun compa- 
nies have found it business policy to 
assist. 

One of those most bitterly opposed to 
the action taken by the Audubon Societies 
yesterday was A. D. Meloy of 170 West 
Seventy-third Street, who, besides being 
a life member in the association, is Pres- 
ident of the New York State Forest, Fish 
and Game League. 

“The association was founded by Will- 
lam E. 
an international movement for bird pro- 
tection,”’ he said. “The one agency 
which has made most for bird slaughter, 
and which has been most bitterly opposed 
alike by bird-protecting societies and by 
sportsmen, is the automatic or ‘ pump’ 
gun, which fires from five to six sheils 
in two seconds, discharging from one 
loading 2,000 lead pellets, enough to Kill 
a whole flock of birds at once. 
sort of gun that plumage hunters and 
market game hunters most use. Societies 
such as the New York-.Zoological Society, 
the League of American Sportsmen, the 
New York State Forest, Fish and Game 
League, and others have tried unceasing- 
ly to have legislation passed prohibiting 
the use of the automatic gun.

| At the offices of the National Associa- 
‘tion of Audubon Societies, 1,974 Broad- 
way, it was said yesterday afternoon that 
no statement would be made concerning 
the contribution of the gunmakers until 
several deys. Last night, however, after 
the charges of Mr. Meloy, Mr. Shields, 
and others had been brought to the at- 
tenlion of Mr, Pearson, he gave out this 
statement ior the Board of Directors 
over the signature of Dr. Allen, as Act- 
‘ng Prestient: 

It has been the podlicy of the National 
Association of Audubon Societies to acquaint 
its members and friends with any changes 
in the scope of its work and every extension 
of its plans for the future. The associa- 
tion has for some time been seeking to 
extend its work along lines of game pro 
tection, but the many and varied demands 
which have been made on its treasury 
render this impossible thus far. 

An unsolicited proposition finally came to 
the association from a number of powder, 
ammunition, and gun companies through- 
out the countrv to contribute toward the 
formation of a game protective branch of 
the association, as they realized that should 
the game supply of the country be depieted 
their business interests would materially 
suffer. This proposition was coupled with 
two conditions: First, that moneys contrib- 
uted to the association be applied for 

| game protection; second, that such moneys 
| be disbursed by the executive officer of the 
| association under the direction of its Board 
| of Directors. 

The board, mindful of the possible criti- 
' e¢eism which would come to it if the proposi- 
tion were accepted, has given most careful 
consideration, at two prolonged meetings, to 
the proposition; and to-day at a full meet- 
ing at which all but two members were 
present, a resolution was passed accepting 
the offer on the two conditions made, and 
on the further condition, expressly stated 
in the resolution, that the association was 
to be as absolutély untrammeled in its de- 
cision on all questions as it has heretofore 
been. The policy of the association will be 
unchanged, but its field of usefulness will 
be greatly extended, and it is felt that the 
well wishers of the association will ap- 
prove of this action of the board.

ture About Us In South America. 





Annie S. Peck, the mountain climber, is 
returning to South America to try again. 
She sails to-day on the Prinz August Wil- 
helm for Colon, and last evening friends 
were bidding her good-bye and good luck 
at the Hotel Alabama, her home in this 
city. 

When, in September, 1908, it was cabled 
around the world that Miss Peck had 
conquered Mount Huascaran in the Peru- 
vian Andes she believed that she had 
reached the apex of this hemisphere. She 
believed it until Mrs. Fanny Bullock 
Workman disputed her achievement. 
Mrs. Workman is the only other woman 
in the world who rivals Miss Peck in 
mountain-climbing, and she sent two ex- 
pert European engineers to Peru to make 
a triangulation of Mount Huascaran, *’ my 
mountain,” as Miss Peck calis it. They 
fixed the height at 21,812 feet, whereas 
Miss Peck had -supposed the summit 
somewhere between 23,000 and 24,000 feet. 
This was more than mere idle curiosity 
on Mrs. Workman’s part, for she herself 
has done 23,300 feet in the Himalayas, 
which is the record achievement of wo- 
mankind in getting toward the sky (dur- 
ing life.) 

Explorers have pointed out to Miss Peck 
that three different triangulations can 
produce three ditferent results with aston- 
ishing variance, and that she need not 
accept the figures which are now set 
down for the height of Huascaran. But 
Miss Peck does accept them.

This was the burden of all of the letters, 
and each advocated that such refuse be re- 
moved at night, After carefully reading the 
letters I sent them to Mr. Edwards, the 

treet Cleaning Commissioner, to see what 
effect they would have on him. After a few 
days he advised me that he thought the 
boys were right, and that he would pick 
out three large districts in thé city and re- 
move the ashes and garbage therein at 
hight @s an experiment. 

The only objections that I received while 
the experiment was going on were from 4 
few people who said the wagons woke them 
up, but I think the boys will agree with me 
that these people were of that small sleep- 
less class who are commonly said to sleep 
with one eye open likea fox. 

The experiment was found to be a success, 
and now Mr. Edwards is about to enter 
upon the removal of ashes and garbage of 
the whole city during the night time. We 
will not have the smell of the garbage and 
the ashes blowing in our faces any more as 
pete walk through the streets in the day- 

me. 

I hope you will tell the boys what their 
letters to the Mayor have accomplished. 
Give them my hearty thanks and assure 
them that I shall be glad to hear from 
them at all times. I dare say that when 
they grow up some Mayor will be appoint- 
ing one of their number as Street Cleaning 
Commissioner.

MATT WELLS EASILY 
BEATS LEACH CROSS 


English Lightweight “Champion 
' Trims East Side Dentist in 
Madison A. C. Ring. 








Matt Wells, England’s_ lightweight 
champion, made good in his bout against 
Leach Cross of New York at the Madi- 
son A. C. last night, giving the east side 
dentist one of the worst trimmings of his 
career. Aside from a bleeding nose, there 
were no marks on Wells to indicate pun- 
ishment, but Cross was a “sorry sight” 
when he left the ring. -His right eye was 
partly closed, his left eye was cut, and 
his mouth was considerably swollen. 

Cross was able to hold WellS even in 
only one of the ten.rounds. The other 
nine belonged to the Englishman. On 


two or three occasions he seemed to have 
Cross on the verge or a knock-out, but 
Leach managed to tide the storm. 

Cross’s fight was a big disappointment. 
He seemed unwilling to mix matters and 
backed away or clinched frequently dur- 
ing the fight. Wells had to chase Cross 
around the ring in every round. Neither 
scored a knock-down. 

The men agreed to box straight rules, 
break at the order of the referee, and 
not to hit on the breakaway. Both were 
down to the prescribed weight, 135 pounds, 
at 3. o'clock. When they weighed 
neither moved the beam. 

Both sparred for several seconds at the 
Opening without a blow being struck. 
Wells finally landed a left to Leach’s jaw 
and followed with another. which sent 
Leach back to the ropes. The east side 
boy seemed afraid and unwilling to mix. 
He backed away repeatedly, and Wells 
did all the forcing. The English cham- 
pion landed several lefts in the open 
fighting, and pounded Cross’s head in the 
clinches. Both broke their agreement re- 
garding breaks, and were hissed for their 
work. It was Wells’s round. 

Wells continued to do the (forcing 
throughout the second round, Cross failing 
back to defensive work with only occa- 
sional feeble attempts to get in a hard 
hlow. 
On Leach’s face all through the round. 
and at one time landed both right and 
left hard enough to turn Cross partly 
around and drive him to the ropes. Cross 
was warned several times by Referee 
White for holding. It was Wells’s round. 

Cross set out at a faster pace in the 
third round, and in the early part mixed 
matters much better than in the preced- 
ing round. He landed his right on 
Wells’s face twice in the early part, but 
during the rest of the round Wells took 
care to avoid the right, and he had Cross 
missing repeatedly. Cross held continu- 
allv after taking hard punches. As he 
rushed in Cross drew blood from Matt's 
nose, but the round belonged to Wells. 

The fourth round was marked by plenty 
of fast action. with Wells leading in the 
eariv part and Cross in the final minute. 
Leach continued to back up for two min- 
utes, and took several] lefts to the jaw, 
but Cross gained confidence later, after 
straightening Weils up with a right up- 
percut. Cross tore into Wells after land- 
ing this blow, but was able to do no 
great damage. It was an even round. 

Wells had a‘decided advantage in the 
fifth session. Shortly after the first bell 
he backed Leach to the ropes and landed 
hard right and left punches, which made 
Leach’s head rock. Later he chased 
Cross to a neutral corner and uncorked a 
terrific right on the jaw, which made 
Leach clinch and sprint during the re- 
mainder of the round. Wells followed the 
east side boy around the ring, landing 
occasionally on Leach’s face, but usually 
on his arms, as Cross covered to protect 
himself. It was Wells’s round. 

Cross managed to get over three hard 
wallops in the sixth round with enough 
force to stop Wells momentarily, but for 
the greater part of the round Leach had 
the reverse lever working and backed 
around the ring. Wells had to chase Cross 
to do any landing, Leach declining . to 
stand and mix matters. Cross was miss- 
ing about every time he swung. It was 
Wells’s round. 

The seventh round was full of excite- 
ment, and Referee White had to warn 
both men about their foul work. Wells 
butted Leach with his head, and Cross got 
back with some work which the rules for- 
bade. In one clinch Wells went to the 
floor, but was up quickly. Cross was still 
backing up. and Wells was doing all the 
forcing. Wells earned the honors of the 
round. 

The eighth round was the fastest of the 
bout up to that time. Wells worked 
harder than before, and landed several 
stinging jabs on Cross’s jaw, but Leach 
also managed to do more punching than 
in the early rounds. After one fast ex- 
change in which Cross had all the ad- 
vaniage, Wells tore loose with a terrific 
right and staggered Leach. He led 
throughout the remainder of the round 
and earned the honors by a good margin. 

Wells pounded Cross all over the ring 
in the ninth round, raining rights and 
lefts on Leach’s face until it was both 
swollen and bleeding. A stiff right punch 
raised a big lump under the right eye, 
which. was also cut. Leach landed two 
right swings which made Wells back up, 
but these were the only bits of solace for 
his admirers during the round. Wells 
twice had Leach groggy, and a knockout 
seemed imminent, but Leach pulled 
through safely. 

The final round saw more terrific mix- 


ing, with Cross on the small end. His

Stocks Active and Strong——Ex- 
cellent Showing Made in Gov- 





ernment Cotton Report. 








Both Stock and 4 Per Cent. Bonds 
Weak—Latter Back Close to Thelr 
Pre-Decisioh Quotation. 


— 





Fulfillment of the promise contained in 
yesterday’s Government cotton report 
would give the country the largest yield 
of cotton in its history. While the in- 
crease in acreage was somewhat smaller 
than had been estimated in trade circles, 
the condition figure exceeded anticipa- 
tions, so that the report as a whole was 
even better than had been looked for. 
Under the stimulus of the high prices 
which have prevailed for cotton, a larger 
acreage of cotton has been planted this 
year than ever before. The Government 
put the acreage at 85,004,000, compared 
with 838,418,000 acres last year, which 
itself was a record up to that time The 
condition of the crop on May 25 was 87.8. 
Not only is this much above the ten- 
year average, but it is also above any 
single year’s record at this date within 
the ten years, with the single exception 
of 1902. Last year the June 1 report 
showed a condition of only 82, and in 
1908, when the largest crop so far raised 
was harvested, the condition at this date 
was 79.7. The ten-year average stands 
at 80.9. These figures themselves tell 
how far the present condition of the 
crop is ahead of that of other years at 
this season. With a June 1 condition of 
78.7 amd an acreage of 83,870,000 itn 1908, 
the cotton harvest ylelded 12,920,000 
bales, This season the acreage ifs larger 
than fm that year by 1,684,000 acres, and 
the condition tg 81 points higher. There 
is here a wide margin for a falling off 
in the present indications of the crop 
without destroying the chance of a reo- 
ord yleld. Following, as this report does, 
the satisfactory Winter wheat report of 
last month and the generally favorable 
conditions surrounding the planting and 
growth of other crops this Spring, there 
is contained in the current farm reports 
& source of encouragement for the whole 
country. If recent private estimates of 
the condition in the Winter wheat fields 
are borne out in the Government report 
to be printed next week, some deteriora- 
tion in the Winter wheat condition may 
be expected, but on the other hand, the 
Spring wheat showing would be most 
favorable. 

The stock market yesterday was act- 
ive and strong, there being very few ex- 
ceptions to the general forward move- 
ment in prices. Conspicuous among those 
exceptions were the 4 per cent. bonds of 
the American Tobacco Company on the 
Stock Exchange and the common stock 
of that company, which is traded in on 
the Curb. The stock declined to 897, a 
total loss of 123 points from its recent 
high figure, while the 4 per cent. bonds, 
which opened yesterday at 88%, closed 
for the day at 86. An Interesting, even 
though apparently inconsistent, record is 
presented by these American Tobacco 
securities since the rendering of last 
Monday’s decision. The first effect of 
that decision, so far ag the bonds of 
that company were concerned, was to 
drive down the 66 per cent. bonds, while 
the 4s rose sharply. The theory offered 
in explanation of this contrary movement 
was that in the event of the dissolution 
of the company both issues would be 
paid off at par, the 6s losing the pre- 
mium at which they had been selling 
and the 4s gaining to the extent of 
the discount at which they had been 
quoted, .The day the decision was ren- 
dered the 6s were selling at 100% and 
the 4s at 854%. On Wednesday, the first 
day of trading after the decision, the 6s 
declined to 103 and the 4s rose over 8 
points to 938%. The following day and 
yesterday much of this rearrangement 
of prices was wiped out. Last night’s 
close found the 6s at 105 and the 4s 
at 86, within a fraction of their pre- 
decision quotation. Neither of these 
bonds are a direct lien on the company’s 
property. How they will be treated in 
the reorganization which must be worked 
in pursuance of the decree of the Su- 
preme, Court it Is difficult to forecast, 
and very different results might be ef- 
fected, according to the method chosen 
in bringing the corporation or the prop- 
erties which it controls within the let- 
ter and spirit of the law as the Su- 
preme Court has decreed must be done. 
Yesterday’s movement in these securities 
merely gives tangible expression to the 
uncertainty whith surrounds the working 
out of the decree. Since the present Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company has been organized 
in 1904 its 4 per cent. bonds have been re- 
duced by over $27,000,000 by purchase of 
bonds in the open market and their can- 
ecellation by the company. No similar 


problem is presented in the Standard Oil 
case, for it has no bonds outstanding.

RAILROADS SETTLE 
THE RATE DISPUTE 


Delaware & Hudson Gives Notice 
of Withdrawal of New 


Chicago Schedule. 








NO CHANCE OF WAR NOW 





inter-State Commission’s Committee 
Notified—Agreement Arranged by 
Presidents of Interested Lines. 





The threatened rate war between rail- 
roads running from this city to Chicago 
has teen averted A propored reduction 
of 10 cents a hundredweizht on first-class 
freight and lesser sums, down to 2 cents 
on other classes, which had, been applied 
for by the Delaware & Hudson Rallrosd 
was formally withdrawn yesterday at a 
Special meeting of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. 

An application by the Delaware & Hud- 
60n Railroad's lawyer to withdraw the 
request for permission to file the proposed 
new rate is believed to have been brought 
“bout through an arbitration committee, 
consisting of President Brown of the New 
York Central, President McCrea of the 
Pennsylvania, President Mellen of the New 
Huven, President Truesdale of the Lack- 
awanna, President Underwood of the 
Iivie, President Loree of the Delaware & 
Hudson, and R. L. Walker of the Old Do.- 
minion Steamship Line. hey were ap- 
pointed after meeting at the ‘'runk Line 
Association offices on ‘Thursday. 

It had been proposed by the Delaware 
& Hudson to establish on June 15, with 
the concurrence of the Erie Railroad, a 
new 62-cent rate over the Chicago- 
New York route. It was adinitted by rail- 
road men that if the lower rate went into 
effect other carriers would be obliged to 
cut their Chicago-New York rates. 

Such was the situation when George M. 
Brown, Chief Examiner of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission; J. M. Jones, Chief 
of the Commission’s Bureau ot Traffics, 
end John M. Marble, Chief of the Bureau 
of Inquiry, met yesterday at the Waldorf, 
ready to hear arguments for and against 
the proposed rate reduction by the Dela- 
ware & Hudson. 

Railroad officials, lawyers, and represen- 
tatives of the Chambers of Commerce of 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and New York, were on hand to the 
number of 60 or more, all eager to take 
part in the argument which was expected. 

Walker D. Hines, counsel for the Dela- 
ware & Hudson, informed the Commis- 
sioners of his road’s desire to withdraw 
the sixty-two-cent rate. He explained 
that the Delaware & Hudson officials be- 
lieved that to allow the new rate to be- 
come effective would bring about a break- 
ing down of the entire rate structure be- 
tween here and Chicago, 

Acting Commissioner Marble said that 
this was an unlooked-for development. 
The commission, he said, had granted the 
hearing in the belief that it would be 
asked to decide whether the proposed 
lower rate was discriminatory. 

William E. Lamb, representing the Chi- 
cago Chamber of Commerce, rotested 
vigorously against the action. t devel- 
oped that the proposed cut rate was 
looked upon with approval by the trade 
bodies of Chicago. 

D. O. Ives of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce said he. had come to New 
York to protest before the commission 

against the propused, rate and that he 
“was not going back home without pro- 
testing. He said the proposed fate was 
a discrimination against Boston and other 
New England shippers, who, he explained, 
could get no service quite as good as 
cent proposed for less than 75 cents first 
Ss. ' 

N. B. Kelly of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce also denounced the pro- 
posed rate. He said it was only a sub- 
terfuge to enable the railroads to dis- 
criminate in favor of certain localities. 

Several other protests were heard, and 
then Mr. Marble announced that, upon 
application being made in the regular 
way by the Delaware & Hudson to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, per- 
mission to withdraw the proposed new 
rate would be granted is such application 
were made immediately.

WANENY ASKS DIX 


TO WITHDRAW CRAM 


Says Replacement of Bassett at 
This Time Will Interfere Seri- 
ously with Subway Plans. 








BUT WON'T DELAY HIS REPORT 





Cram for Himself Declares for Build- 
ing Subways Before Arranging Opera- 
tion—Gaynor Again Attacks B. R. T. 





President George McAneny of Manhat- 
tan, Chairman of the Transit Committee 
of the Board of Estimate, which is to 
submit its report on the subway offers 
to next week’s meeting of the board, sent 
to Gov. Dix last night a letter protest- 
ing against the Governor’s action in ap- 
pointing J. Sergeant Cram to succeed 
Public Service Commissioner Edward M. 
Bassett, at this time particularly, and, 
in fact, against superseding Mr. Bassett 
at all. He suggests that the nomination 
of Mr. Cram be withdrawn, at least tem- 
porarily. 

Mr. McAnaney, after calling the atten- 
tion of the Governor to the present sub- 
way status and its nearness to a final 
conclusion, suggests that the injection of 
& new personality into it can have but 
one of two effects—either to delay the 
matter indefinitely until the new man 
familiarizes himself with its details or to 
make the new man vote on it on the basis 
of opinions he entertained before he be- 
came a@ member of the commission. Of 
Mr. Cram Mr. McAneny says he knows 
nothing, but regardless of that and of the 
serious loss suffered by the work itself 
by the elimination of Mr. Bassett, he 
asserts that he does not believe the vote 
on the subway contracts should depend 
upon either of the two alternatives stated.

Hon. John A. Dix, 
Governor of the State of N 
Albany, New York. 
My dear Gov. Dix. 

{ cannot believe that you fully ap- 
preciate either the significance or the 
effect of the displacement of Mr. Bas- 
sett from the Public Service Commis- 
sion at this time; and I venture to ex- 
press to you publicly the hope that the 
nomination of Mr. Bassett’s successor 
be, at least temporarily, withdrawn. 

For four months past a committee 
of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, of which I am Chairman, 
has been in almost daily conference 
with the Public Service Commissioners 
upon the several proposals before the 
city for the immediate construction of 
additional rapid transit railways. The 
Board of “stimate and the commission 
have for the first time been brought 
into a working relation capable of pro- 
ducing prompt results. 

Every phase of the existing transit 
situation has been examined and an- 
alyzed, the offers of the traction com- 
panies to construct and to operate 
particular lines have been discussed at 
length, and in great detail, with their 
official representatives, and a report 
with definite recommendations is about 
to be made. The conferrees have little 
doubt that upon the action taken by 
the Board of Estimate, following the 
receipt of this report, final decisions 
may be reached within the next two or 
three weeks, the formulation of con- 
tracts conmrmmenced, and the work of 
actual subway construction brought 
within immediate sight. 

have no commission to speak for 
Mr. Bassett, and he knows nothing of 
my purpose in addressing you this let- 
ter. I am enabled to say, however, 
from my own close touch with the 
matter during the past several months, 
that Mr. Bassett’s continued presence 
during the negotiation of the contracts 
for operation, wherever they may fall, 
is almost indispensable to the securing 
of the early results we are seeking, 
and for which the people of the city 
are anxiously waiting His service 
on the commission has been not only 
devoted, but intelligent and skillful. He 
is an expert in the construction and 
in the application of the rapid transit 
law, and is thoroughly versed in the 
minute detail to be covered by the 
contracts in question.

A Change Now Unfortunate, 


I should regard Mr. Bassett’s sepa- 
ration from the comgnission as an un- 
fortunate thing for the city, in any 
event. If, however, he is to be suc- 
ceeded, it would be lamentably unfor- 
tunate to have him go at the present 
tirmne. Tne framing of the contracts 
means a consideration of details 
searcely less important than those un- 
der consid2ration in the framing of 
tre furdamentals. I submit that 
there can be no reason consistent with 
public policy, or with the interests of 
the people of this city, that would war- 
rant a loss of Mr. Bassett’s services 
under these conditions. 

May I suggest that the nomination 
might be withdrawn, if vou so prefer, 
subject to the acceptance of Mr. Bas- 
sett’s resignation immediately follow- 
ing the completion of the contracts 
upon which the commencement of con- 
struction work is waiting? I repeat 
that I have no commission to speak 
for Mr. Bassett, but I know him well 
enough to believe that the‘ slightest 
intimation from vou that his resigna- 
tion ‘s desired would be followed by its 
presentation at anv time you might 
set. A recess appointment acceptable 
to you might then be made. 

I do not mean to reflect in anv way 
upon the capacity of Mr. Cram, of 
which I know nothing either one way 
or the other. It seems to me clear, 
however; that—aside from the dis- 
cour aging result that the separation of 
Mr. Bassett from the work with which 
he has had so much to do, at the very 
moment of its consummation, would 
have—the presence of anv new mem- 
ber is bound to work further delay. 


How It Wonld Affect Cram. 


If early results are to be secured, 
either Mr. Cram would be obliged to 
vote upon convictions formed outside 
the commission, and without the in- 
formation and intimate understanding 
of the subject that would guide his 
associates, or else he would be en- 
titled as ask that a decision be de- 
ferred until he had had time to pos- 
sess hnimself of the information that 
thev possess, 

[ do not think that a vote upon any 
important phase of the matter, or 
upon anv of the contracts to be 
framed, should depend upon either of 
these alternatives. It is not too much 
to say that nothing that could be done 
will interfere more seriously with the 
prompt completion of this great work 
than a change in the personnel of the 
commission under the circumstances 
proposed. In this I concur heartily 

with the view submitted by your own 
C cmmissioner. Mr. Carlisle.

“Tt am in favor of a west side subway 
dovn to the Battery and an eust side 
subway up to the Westchester line. The 
east side line shonld run, I think, up 
Third Avenue rather than Lexington 
Avenue, for the relief from such a line 
up Third Avenue would be greater than 
if it ran up Lexington Avenue. 

“It is puerile to talk ot the operation 
of subways until they are built. Thev 
should +e built first (apital from ail 
cvcir the country siands ready to operate 
them, as the profit is so very great be- 
cause of the congestion of population. 
Indeed, the city might operate them 
itself, it seems to me, just as European 
cit:es operate their traction lines—Belfast 
and Glasgow, for instance. If it be not 
prejudicial to the city’s interest, I am in 
‘favor of the existing lines, whether they 
be  calied Interborough or Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit. 

‘Another thing in which I. strongly 
believe is a five-cent fare to Coney Isl- 
and. It should be obtained by concession 
or compelled by legislation.’ 

Mr. Cram produced a letter written to 
him by Gov. Dix on Dec. 28, offering 
him the appointment to the commission 
in Mr. Bassett’s place. 

Mr. McAneny and his associates on the 
Board of Estimate 
conference yesterday afternoon 
the Public Service Commission over the 
report which Mr.

Gaynor Attacks B. R. T. 

Taking his text from the fact that a 
B. R. T. motorman did not stop for 
one morning a few days ago when he 
wanted to take a ¢ar for Manhattan on 
Flatbush Avenue, Mayor Gaynor made 
public yesterday a letter written to Frank 
J. Mills, a Brooklyn real estate man, 
who, it is said, wrote to the City Hall 
deciaring he saw the incident. 

The Mayor's letter attacking the B. R. 
T. follows: 

Office of the Mayor. 
May 31, 1911. 

Dear Sir: Your letter of protest 
against the way you saw the Mayor 
treated is at hand. Of course, all of 
you in the car noticed the way I was 
treated by the motorman. But I did 
not wish to find fault with him, even 
though he did it intentionally, which 
seemed to be very plainly the case. 
The President of the company delibeur 
ately tried to insult the Mayor through 
the newspapers a day or two before, 
by a public statement that the Inter- 
borough Railroad Company's office was 
the Mayor's office, and of course many 
of his subordinates may feel disposed 
to treat me in the same way, taking 
the cue from their superior. But i do 
not and shall not complain. I am sat- 
isfied to be mistreated when I know or 
feel that I am trying to do right. 

The part of your letter speaking of 
the treatment of people by the B. R. 
T. does not need any concurrence. 
Everybody knows that they have 

treated us like cattle for years. They 
underpay their employes, and that, of 
course, in itself brings about ineffi- 
clent service, The system has been on 
the verge of bankruptcy for vears 

They have not a sing] le modern 
in the whole system. ‘They still 
the little cars with the little nar 
front and rear platforms which were 
in general use Foantytive: years ago, 
and the like of which are not ye to 
be seen in any city of the United 
States, or anywhere, except in Brook- 
lyn. In addition to that, the running 
gear of the cars is worn out. You can- 
not talk on the sidewalk while their 
cars are going by. Your companion 
cannot hear you with the flat wheels 
and rickety machinery. If the Public 
Service Commission were to issue an 
order, which they have the power to 
do, that the company put on modern 
cars, it would have to go into bank- 
ruptey. It would not be financially 
able to obey the order. 

And all of their wires are still over- 
head. If the Public Service Commis- 
sion should order the company to put 
them underground, it would have to zo 
into bankruptcy. There is not another 
such ramshackle railroad system any- 
where, so far as I know. And the 
overhead roads are in an equally loose 
and dilapidated condition. Have thev 
even been painted these ten years? 
All of the roads are leased to the 
Brooklyn Heights Company, and the 
B. T. owns all of the stock of that 
company, and in that way, although 
it is not a railroad company at all, 
but only a business company, con- 
trols all of the railroads in Brooklyn 
and has nothing in view except to milk 
them, so as to declare a dividend on 
its inflated capital. The same kind of 
railroad financing here in Manhattan 
and the Bronx fell of its own weight 
and went into the bankruptcy courts 
over five years ago, and ev entually it 
will have the same fate everywhere. 

But I am saying more to you than I 
intended. I only meant to thank vou 
for expressing your protest against the 
way you saw the Mayor of the city 
treated. So far as I am to be consid- 
ered as an individual, the treatment 
was no more objectionable than it 
would be if it had been applied to any 
other citizen. My physical condition 
has been so poor the last several 
months that I cannot grab hold of a 
car and pull myself on the way I used 
to do.

No Reply from Williams.

to the Mayor yesterday. 

There was given out at the City Hall 
yesterday a letter signed by Klaw & Er- 
langer, Charles Frohman, C. B. Dilling- 
ham, Cohan & Harris, Henry W. Sav- 
age, Charles Burnham, David Belasco, 
Wagenhals & Kemper, and Henry B. Har- 
ris urging upon the Mayor, Borough Pres- 
ident McAneny, and Chairman Willcox 
of the Public Service Commission the 
adoption of the Interborough’s subway 
lan. In this letter the investment of the 
nterborough was put at $140,000,000 of 
its own money, with $110,000,000 of the 
city’s money, while the investment of the 
B. R. T., according to the letter, was $20,- 
000,000, and the city’s investment under 
the B. R. T. plan $186,000,000. It is un- 
derstood hotel proprietors will next write 
in favor of the Interborough. 


WOMEN HURT IN SUBWAY. 


One Walks Off the Platform in Dark- 
ness—Another Slips. 


Dr. Celeste V. Luther, 70 years old, of 
Saybrook, Conn., walked off the edge 
of the platform in the uptown side of the 
Wall Street Subway and fell on the track. 
She was taken to the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital with a compound fracture of the 
left elbow and suffering from shock. 
Dr. Luther had béen looking at the 
high buildings and the brightness of the 
sun had the effect of blinding her in 
the darknes of the Subway when she 
bought a ticket to go uptown.

Scheib, the Accused Husband, 
Nearly Goes Free Again ona 
Writ of Habeas Corpus. 








ETHER FOUND IN BATHROOM 





But if Woman Were Made Uncon- 
scious by It and Then Drowned 


Analysis Wouldn’t Show It Now.

So slender are the threads of evidence 
on which the police hope to establish 
legally what to them seems a moral 
certainty—that Lillian Scheib, who was 
found dead on Monday in a bathtub in 
a model tenement apartment, at 511 East 
Seventy-eighth Street, was murdered— 
that they were by no means confident last 
night of holding their prisoner, Henry A. 
Scheib, the woman's husband, for more 
than a few days longer. 

The lack of strength in the case as so 
far developed became evident in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday when Justice 
Bischoff hesitated for many minutes be- 
tween holding the prisoner by denying a 
second writ of habeas corpus and giving 
him his freedom. Justice Bischoff final- 
ly decided not to free Scheib on the 
third reading of an affidavit submitted 
by Police Inspector Russell and corrob- 
orated by Coroner's Physician Lehane. 

In their affidavit were set forth many 
suspicious circumstances in the actions 
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of Scheib and many conflicting stories he 
has told to account for his wife’s dis- 
appearance after she dropped out ol 
Questioned by Justice Bischoff, 
representatives of the District Attorney's 
office frankly admitted that they had 
been baffled so far in attempts.to dis- 
cover by what means Mrs. Scheib came 
to her death. 

‘“ But,”’ they added, ‘‘any sane man 
would have notified the proper authorities 
of the natural death of his“wife. No sane 
person would have locked her in a flat 
for months—and we are fairly sure the 
body of this woman lay for at least four 
months in the bathtub, where it was dis- 
covered last Monday afternoon.’’ 

This feature of Scheib’s actions was the 
thing that most impressed § Justice 
Bischoff, 

‘“While I am strongly inclined to grant 
this writ,”’ he said, addressing Assistant 
District Attorney Johnson, ‘it is be- 
cause I know of no Jaw by which you 
can hold aman in restraint while you are 
investigating to determine the fact 
whether or not a homicide has been com- 
mitted. 

‘But on careful scrutiny of the facts 
there are slight indications that Mrs. 
Scheib’s death was a violent one. It is 
reasonable to suppose that her husband, 
f she had committed suicide or had died 
a natural death, would not have acted 
in the way he has. His failure to report 
the case leads to a reasonable suspicion 
that he was concerned in her death, and 
reasonable suspicion was enough to jus- 
tify a Magistrate’s commitment.’ 

Upon the adjourned proceedings, with 
which Justice Bischoff refused to inter- 
fere, Scheib will be brought before Magis- 
trate Corrigan in the Tombs Police Court 
this afternoon. The best hope of the po- 
lice is that they will be able to get an- 
other adjournment in order to gain time 
to complete a chemical analysis of the 
liquid in which Mrs. Scheib’s body was 
immersed and of the contents of her stom- 
ach. Samples from the bathtub and from 
the victim’s stomach were sent to Prof. 
Larkin of Columbia University by Coro- 
ner’s Physician Lehane yesterday. It will 
be ten days before reports can be made. 

An item that disturbed the Coroner's 
physician yesterday was the discovery in 
the bathroom of a bottle three-quarters 
filled with ether. 

“If ether was used to render the wo- 
man unconscious,’’ said Dr. Lehane, ‘“‘ and 
she was then drowned in the bathtub 
there will be absolutely no evidence found 
in the analyses we propose to make. 

“Murder by that means could have 
been carried out with complete success 
without leaving the slightest trace of it. 
Time has done its work in destroying the 
lungs so that we cannot tell if death was 
from immersion, and the stomach so we 
cannot tell if any poison was present, ex- 
cept some chemical which would leave 
traces behind it.”’ 

In their anxiety to strengthen their 
case, Second. Deputy Police Commissioner 
Dougherty and his assistants had detec- 
tives searching the pawnshops throughout 
the day. They had with them descriptions 
of aw edding ring, which is missing from 
Mrs. Scheib’s’ finger; of a ‘‘ polo coat’ 
bought a short time -before her disap- 
pearance, and of a gold watch, a gift from 
Mrs. Scheib’ s father. 

The police found yesterday a friend of 
Scheib's, living in the East Seventy-eighth 
Street house, who declares he saw Scheib 
on the premises last Sunday—just twenty- 
four hours before his wife’s body was 
discovered. Deputy Commissioner Dough- 
erty declared that the discovery of this 
new witness was one of the most impor- 
tant additions made to the police show- 
ing of evidence. 

“If we can only get over that difficult 
initial stumbling block of proving the 
fact of murder,” he said, ‘‘ the rest will 
be easy for us. We have a complete case 
—all but tHat one vital feature.’’ 

Dispatches from Winnipeg saying that 
John MacKenzie of that place had been 
sending letters and money to Mrs. Scheib 
addressed to General Delivery under an 
assumed name led the police to attach 
fresh importance to conversations with 
Scheib reported by Claude Minse, a negro 
elevator operator at the St. Charles Apart- 
ments in Broadway,. near 112th Street. 
Minse told the police that Scheib had 
often asked him what he would do in 
case a rich man came between himself 
and his wife, and volunteered the view 
that in his own case he would kill the 
wife, since the friends of rich men could 
always ‘get the law” on a fellow who 
happened to be poor. 


HIGHWAYMEN GET $13,826. 


Hold Up Cashler of Minnesota Uni- 
versity Near the Campus.

Minnesota, was held up by three high-

and robbed of $13,826 of the institution's 
funds, which he was carrying in a satchel. 











Coroner Commits Mrs. O’Shaughnessy. 

Mrs. Frances O’Shaughnessy, who has 
been in prison since May 6 last, when she 
shot and killed her husband, George, in 
their furnished room at 8 East 113th 
Street because he had been paying at- 
tention to apother woman, was technically 
committed to the Tombs yesterday by 
Coroner Winterbottom after an inquest. 
The Grand Jury had already indicted the 
woman for murder in the first degree, 
and the proeeedings before the Coroner 
yesterday were merely for the pupose of 
completing the formal record in the case.
